mony  taken  by  the  said  commissioners.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  William  F.  Packer, 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  : 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  your  Excellency,  in  pursuance  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  entitled  “  An  Act  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  Governor  to  appoint  commissioners  to  investigate  the  affairs  of 
the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,”  approved  April  15th,  1858,  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report : 

On  the  4th  day  of  June,  a  majority  of  the  commissioners,  having  previously 
been  sworn  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  appointment  with  fidelity,  visited 
the  city  of  Lancaster,  and  had  an  interview  with  the  president  and  several  of 
the  trustees  of  said  institution.  They  soon  ascertained  that  in  addition  to  an 
examination  of  the  books  of  the  institution,  it  would  be  necessary  to  call  be¬ 
fore  them  and  examine  upon  oath,  all  who  had  been  active  officers  thereof,  for 
the  last  twelve  years  of  its  existence  ;  and  particularly  the  late  treasurer, 
Charles  Boughter,  residing  in  Philadelphia. 

In  this  first  stage  of  their  proceeding  the  commissioners  found  themselves 
embarrassed  ;  no  provision  havingjieen  made  in  the  act  of  Assembly  author¬ 
izing  the  investigation,  for  the  payment  of  any  costs  or  expenses,  other  than 
the  very  inadequate  daily  pay  of  the  commissioners.  They  had,  therefore,  no 
authority  to  employ  any  one  to  look  up  and  summons  witnesses,  or  to  assure 
pay  to  such  as  might  attend.  Subpoenas  and  interrogatories  were,  however, 
prepared  and  furnished,  as  well  to  the  trustees,  as  to  those  who  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  procured  the  passage  of  the  act  aforesaid.  Both  parties  were 
invited  to  subpoena  and  bring  before  the  commissioners,  upon  a  day  designated, 
any  and  all  who  could  give  information  relative  to  the  matters  to  be  investi¬ 
gated,  whether  depositors,  creditors,  stockholders  or  officers.  The  president, 
treasurer  and  solicitor,  considered  the  most  important  witnesses,  were  sub- 
psenaed  by  one  of  the  commissioners  ;  others  were  summoned  at  their  request. 
The  newspapers  of  the  city  were  authorized  to  announce  the  time  and  place 
of  our  meeting,  and  our  desire  to  hear,  either  as  witnesses  or  counsel,  any 
and  ail  who  could  throw  light  upon  the  matters  we  were  appointed  to  inquire 
into ;  which,  involved  not  only  the  management  and  affairs  of  the  institution 
down  to  its  failure,  but  looked  to  all  the  transactions  connected  with  the  as¬ 
sets  since  that  time  ;  in  regard  to  all  of  which  nearly,  we,  as  yet,  had  no  know¬ 
ledge. 

On  the  6th  of  July  two  of  the  commissioners  met  at  the  banking  house  of 
the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  occupying  the  front  and  public  room  there¬ 
of,  and  commenced  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  concern.  On  the  7th 
they  were  joined  by  George  Sanderson,  Esq.,  appointed,  and  duly  sworn,  in 
the  place  of  Governor  Geary,  resigned. 
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Oar  sessions  were  continued  from  day  to  day,  till  the  16th  of  July ;  during 
which  time,  in  addition  to  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  institution,  we 
heard  at  length,  and  had  their  testimony  committed  to  writing,  some  twenty- 
five  witnesses,  including  the  officers  of  the  institution.  The  result  of  all 
which,  will  appear  in  the  testimony  and  exhibits  accompanying  this  report, 
covering  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  pages  of  manuscript.  During  the  whole 
of  this  investigation,  necessarily  protracted  and  laborious,  the  commissioners 
received  from  the  officers  of  the  institution  all  the  attention  and  aid  required  ; 
and  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  all  the  information  they  were  able  to  give,  was 
most  cheerfully  and  freely  given.  A  competent  secretary  to  take  down  the 
testimony  of  witnesses,  and  in  addition  thereto  one  of  the  former  clerks  of 
the  institution,  familiar  with  the  books,  were  employed  by  them  to  assist  us, 
during  our  entire  session.  Without  this  aid,  the  investigation  alone,  would 
have  necessarily  occupied  at  least  twice  the  time  contemplated  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature.  We  summoned  and  called  before  us,  as  witnesses,  all  whom  we  were 
informed,  or  had  reason  to  believe,  were  in  any  way  material ;  examined  all 
who  appeared,  and  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  was  any  evasion  of 
our  summons,  or  attempt  to  withhold  information,  or  color  or  distort,  in 
giving  testimony. 

The  object  of  the  commission — the  information  of  the  Legislature  in  regard 
to  “  the  management  and  affairs  of  the  said  institution  ;  the  causes  which  led 
to  the  failure  thereof ;  by  what  means  the  assets  have  been  diminished  since  the 
report  of  the  officers  of  the  16th  June,  1855  ;  and  the  amount  of  available  as¬ 
sets  yet  remaining  in  said  institution'1'1 — we  apprehend  has  been  attained  ;  and 
the  information  desired  will  be  found  in  the  evidence  and  exhibits  herewith 
reported  for  their  examination.  A  brief  synopsis  of  which  is  all  we  propose 
to  give  in  this  report.  § 

HISTORY. 

The  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  went  into  operation  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  Assembly  of  the  14th  of  April,  1835,  which  was  extended  by 
the  act  of  20th  March,  1849.  By  the  original  act — its  charter— it  was  “re¬ 
quired  to  form  a  capital  of  not  less  than  $10,000  or  not  more  than  $50,000, 
in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each.”  The  books  of  the  institution  show 
that,  at  its  commencement,  seven  hundred  and  sixty  shares  were  subscribed, 
and  five  dollars  per  share  paid  thereon  ;  making  a  cash  capital  of  $3,800.  In 
June,  1836,  another  payment  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  share  was 
made,  and  a  like  payment  in  January,  1839,  making,  in  all,  the  sum  of  $7,600  ; 
and  both  the  treasurer  and  book-keeper  testify  that  the  proper  books  of  the 
institution  fail  to  show  any  other  or  additional  payments  in  cash ,  upon  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  during  its  entire  existence.  The  minute  book 
contains  resolutions  authorizing  the  stockholders  to  increase  their  capital 
stock  ;  sometimes  upon  the  payment  of  instalments  in  cash,  and  twice  by  a 
division  of  the  surplus  fund.  In  November,  1848,  of  $9,144,  and  in  July, 
1853,  of  $14,000  ;  and  a  loose  paper  upon  which  the  distribution  of  this  sur¬ 
plus,  of  $14,000  is  made,  called  “  tabular  statement,”  shows  a  further  distri¬ 
bution  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  shares  of  stock  at  the  same  time  ;  and 
also  credits,  payments  in  cash,  thereon,  of  about  $6,000,  making  an  increase 
at  that  time,  of  about  $20,000,  and  filling  out  the  capital  to  $50,000.  The 
“  statement  book,”  being  the  brief  statements  laid  before  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  at  their  weekly  meetings,  as  the  basis  of  their  action  in  discounting,  &c.3 
has,  annexed  to  the  standing  item  of  “  Capital  paid  in,”  under  the  dates  re¬ 
spectively,  the  following  entries,  viz  : 
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May,  1837,  capital  paid  in .  $7,600  00 

November,  1837,.  .do .  10,160  00 

November,  1848, .  .do . .  . .  20,000  00 

July,  1850, . do .  30,000  00 

July,  1853, . .do . . .  50,000  00 

The  books  of  the  institution  only  showing  the  division  of  surplus  to  capital 
stock  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $23,144  ;  it  is  probable  that  the  balance  of  the 
capital,  $26,856,  was  from  time  to  time,  as  the  “  statement  book”  shows,  the 
capital  stock  to  have  been  enlarged,  paid  in  cash.  There  was  not,  however, 
found  by  us,  legal  evidence  showing  that  fact.  Upon  this  capital,  whether 
paid  or  not,  semi-annual  dividends  were  regularly  declared,  amounting,  in  the 
aggregate,  from  1836  to  1855,  to  the  sum  of  $57,038  60,  or  over  two  hundred 
and  twelve  per  cent,  upon  the  largest  amount  of  capital  claimed  to  have  been 
paid  in.  Of  this  amount,  $33,894  60  was  paid  out  in  cask  to  the  stockholders, 
about  forty  in  number. 

Previous  to  1844,  the  institution  seems  to  have  done  but  a  limited  business. 
It  could  hardly  have  been,  at  any  time,  perfectly  solvent.  In  utter  disregard 
of  the  charter,  which  required  a  capital  of  at  least  $10,000,  it  commenced 
business  with  $3,800,  and  in  addition  to  the  necessary  expenses,  such  as 
office  rent  and  officers’  salaries,  it  paid  back  to  the  stockholders  within  one 
year,  a  dividend  of  ten  per  cent.,  three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars.  In  Au¬ 
gust,  1843,  when  Charles  Boughter  was  elected  treasurer,  the  capital  reported 
was  $10,160,  though  the  books  only  showed  as  paid  $7,600.  The  deposits 
were  less  than  $40,000.  And  yet,  from  these  small  means,  the  books  show 


as  having  been  paid  out,  during  the  eight  years

more  than  twice  the  amount  of  all  the  capital  pretended  to  have  been  paid  in. 
In  addition  to  all  which,  the  former  treasurer  was  found,  upon  a  settlement 
of  his  accounts,  to  be  indebted  to  the  institution  some  $3,000.  Mr.  Boughter 
may,  therefore,  be  nearly  correct,  when  he  says,  “  the  institution  was  bank¬ 
rupt  to  the  extent  of  $15,000,  when  I  was  elected  treasurer .” 

From  the  concurrent  testimony  of  all  persons,  it  would  seem,  that  under 
what  the  trustees,  in  a  resolution  of  April,  1854,  denominated  “  the  skillful 
and  efficient  management  of  their  chief  officer,  Mr.  Boughter,”  the  institution 
wras  galvanized  into  a  new  and  almost  supernatural  life,  becoming,  in  a  few 
years,  the  most  popular  of  the  kind  in  the  State.  The  number  of  the  depos¬ 
itors  were  multiplied  to  over  two  thousand,  and  the  amount  on  deposit  in¬ 
creased  from  $38,000  to  over  $750,000.  Mr.  M’Conotny,  the  book-keeper, 
says,  “  this  large  increase  of  deposits  and  apparent  prosperity  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  popularity  and  exertions  of  Mr.  Boughter,  the 
treasurer.”  His  salary  was  gradually  increased  from  six  hundred  to  two 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  use  of  the  banking  house  as  a  residence. 

It  is  apparent,  however,  to  us,  that  the  credit  of  the  institution,  if  not  its 
popularity,  was  largely  based  upon  the  character  of  the  trustees,  who  were 
among  the  most  active  and  best  business  men  in  the  community  ;  men  of  high 
integrity  and  known  caution  and  prudence,  as  well  as  of  considerable  pecu¬ 
niary  means.  And  the  books  of  the  institution,  from  1843  down  to  its  failure, 
fail  to  show  any  losses  from  notes  discounted  by  the  board  of  trustees,  or  other 
investments  of  the  funds  of  the  institution  made  by  them  or  under  their  direc¬ 
tion,  except  in  the  case  of  bank  stock,  most  of  which  had  been  purchased 
before  1843,  or  sold  without  their  direction  or  knowledge.  Nor  did  they, 
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which  the  trustees  proposed  upon  certain  conditions,  which,  it  is  alleged, 
were  never  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  depositors  and  creditors  of  the 
institution.  The  whole  of  this  negotiation — what  was  proposed,  what  was 
accepted  and  agreed  to,  and  what  was  done  and  consummated — is  spread  at 
length  upon  the  testimony  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  public  meetings 
held  at  that  time.  It  seems  that  after  the  trustees  discovered  that  the  insti¬ 
tution  was  in  difficulty,  and  before  they  ascertained  the  extent  thereof,  and 
concluded  to  make  it  public,  they  continued  to  receive  and  pay  out  deposits  as 
usual,  but  carefully  keeping  the  amount  received  by  itself.  This  amount,  so 
received ,  they  were  of  course  bound  to  re-pay  in  full,  It  seems  that,  during 
the  negotiation  above  referred  to,  in  order  to  protect  the  assets  from  execu¬ 
tion,  or  from  such  of  the  creditors  as  declined  any  and  all  compromise,  an 
assignment  of  the  property  of  the  institution  was  made  by  the  trustees  to 
Messrs.  Richards  and  Henderson.  That  under  this  assignment,  regularly 
made,  the  assignees  took  possession  of  the  assets  of  the  institution,  but  made  ' 
no  inventory  or  appraisement,  and  gave  no  security  or  bond.  They  held  the 
assets,  they  say,  as  the  custodians  or  agents  of  the  trustees ,  continuing  the 
clerks,  and  doing  what  business  they  did  as  such ,  and  not  in  the  character 
of  assignees.  That  when  it  was  supposed  that  an  arrangement  between  the 
creditors  and  trustees  was  about  to  be  consummated,  in  pursuance  of  a  reso¬ 
lution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  on  the  17th  of  August,  1855,  they 
re-transferred,  and  handed  back  to  the  trustees,  all  the  assets  and  property 
they  had  received  from  them,  and  the  trustees  went  on  collecting  the  assets, 
and  paying  off  and  compromising  with  the  creditors  until  April,  1857,  when 
they  made  a  second  assignment  to  T.  L.  Roberts.  Previous  to  this  second  as¬ 
signment,  as  appears  by  the  books  kept,  and  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  A.  E. 
Roberts — the  treasurer  of  the  trustees  succeeding  Mr.  Boughter— there  was 
collected  of  the  assets,  and  paid  out  to  creditors,  the  sum  of  $281,666  17 ;  of 
which  nearly  $100,000  was  appropriated  to  paying  off,  in  full ,  those  who  de¬ 
posited  their  money  after  the  institution  was  known  to  be  in  a  bad  condition 
by  the  trustees,  for  the  redemption  of  some  collaterals  deposited  with  the 
Farmers’  Bank  of  Lancaster,  and  for  interest,  &c.  The  balance  was  paid  upon 
compromise  with  depositors,  thereby  cancelling  liabilities  of  the  institution  to 
the  amount  of  $362,394  34.  A  full  list  of  the  depositors  paid,  the  amount  of 
their  claims,  and  the  sum  paid  to  each,  will  be  found  in  the  exhibits  annexed 
to  the  testimony.  It  will  also  appear  that  the  real  estate  transferred  had 
greatly  depreciated  in  value,  as  also  other  property.  That  various  city,  and 
other  loans  and  mortgages,  were  exchanged  at  par  with  the  creditors,  when 
their  cash  market  value  was  from  five  to  twenty  per  cent,  below  par.  By  the 
inventory  and  appraisement  filed  in  court  by  Mr.  Roberts,  the  assignee,  a  copy 
of  which  will  be  found  among  the  exhibits,  it  appears  that  there  was  assigned 
and  handed  over  to  him  by  the  trustees,  assets  amounting  to  $108,878  59; 
and  also  in  addition  thereto  the  stock  aforesaid,  costing  $65,000.  The  liabili¬ 
ties  of  the  institution  appear  then  to  have  been,  as  far  as  ascertained,  $186,- 
254  85. 

We  will  here  add,  that  there  is  no  testimony  to  show  any  mismanage¬ 
ment  or  want  of  vigilance  in  the  trustees,  or  any  of  them,  since  the  failure  of 
the  institution.  Nor  does  it  appear  that  they  took  any  advantage  of  their 
early  knowledge  of  its  failing  condition,  to  withdraw  their  deposits,  or  part 
with  their  stock.  Nor  did  those  who  were  so  largely  indebted  to  the  institu¬ 
tion,  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  the  certificates  of  de¬ 
posit  at  a  depreciated  rate,  and  thus  pay  their  indebtedness  to  the  institution 
with  less  than  the  actual  sum  due. 
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THE  AMOUNT  OF  AVAILABLE  ASSETS  YET  REMAINING  IN  SAID  INSTITUTION  AND 

OTHERWISE. 

In  April,  1857,  the  trustees  made  an  assignment  of  all  the  effects  of  the 
institution,  then  in  their  hands,  to  T.  L.  Roberts. 

The  appraisement  made  under  that  assignment,  as  of  record,

Testimony  taken  in  the  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Lancanter  Savings 

Institution ,  July ,  1858. 

Lancaster,  July  6,  1858. 

Benjamin  Parke  and  E.  C.  Wilson,  two  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution, 
under  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  15th,  1858,  met  at  the  banking 
house  of  said  institution,  pursuant  to  notice  given  to  the  officers  of  said  in¬ 
stitution  July  6,  1858,  when  the  act  of  Assembly,  commissions  and  oaths  of 
office  were  read. 

A.  G.  Helfenstein  was  appointed  secretary  to  the  board,  and  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  Ambrose  M’Conomy  was  appointed  assistant  secretary  : 

Resolved ,  That  Ambrose  M’Conomy,  late  clerk  in  the  Lancaster  Savings 
Institution,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  assistant  secretary  to  this  commission, 
as  his  fanfiliarity  with  the  books  and  papers  of  the  institution,  make  his  ser¬ 
vices  indispensable  to  our  investigation. 

Books  of  the  institution  examined,  when  they  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  July  7,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 


Wednesday,  July  7,  1855,  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Messrs.  Parke  and  Wilson,  two  of  the  commissioners,  met  pursuant  to  ad¬ 
journment.  A.  G.  Helfenstein  was  sworn  to  perform  his  duties  as  secretary, 
with  fidelity. 

Letter  of  Charles  Boughter  received  and  read.  Ambrose  M’Conomy 
affirmed  as  assistant  secretary  to  the  commissioners. 
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As  Mr.  Boughter  was  prosecuted,  imprisoned  and  indicted  ;  and  after  a  long 
and  labored  trial  acquitted ,  upon  the  charge  of  embezzlement  of  the  funds  of 
the  institution  ;  it  would  be  improper,  in  this  place,  to  express  any  opinion  as 
to  the  criminality  of  his  conduct.  The  circumstances  may  have  presented 
strong  temptation,  and  were  probably  considered  by  the  jury,  in  the  light  of 
an  excuse ,  but  cannot,  as  we  think,  be  considered  in  any  light  or  degree ,  as  a 
justification  for  what  he  acknowledges  himself  to  have  done. 

But  another ,  and  not  the  least  of  the  causes  which  led  to  the  failure  of  this 
institution— -underlying,  if  not  indirectly  inducing  the  defalcation  of  Mr. 
Boughter— -is,  we  think,  the  omission  and  neglect  of  the  trustees  to  perform 
the  duties  imperatively  enjoined  upon  them  in  their  charter,  and  inseparable 
from  the  office  of  trustee  or  director.  The  trustees  were  the  only  officers  of 
this  institution,  selected  by  the  members  thereof,  the  stockholders  and  depos¬ 
itors,  and  placed  in  trust  “  to  manage  its  affairs ,”  and  to  them  as  well  as  to  { 
the  public  at  large,  they  were,  as  trustees ,  directly  responsible.  Their  duties, 
as  prescribed  by  their  charter,  were  “  to  make  ail  necessary  by-laws,  ordi¬ 
nances  and  regulations,”  to  “  do  and  execute,  and  have  done  and  executed,  by 
proper  officers1  ail  acts,  matters  and  things,  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the 
institution,”  to  “  manage  the  affairs  of  the  institution,”  to  “cause  a  semi¬ 
annual  interest  account  to  be  made  up,”  to  “furnish  annually,  under  the 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  to  the  Auditor  General,  a 
statement  specifying  the  general  state  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,”  and 
to  suffer  “  no  trustee  or  other  officer ,  in  said  institution ,  to  borrow  any  sum 
from  the  same  upon  any  security  or  any  pretence ,  except  in  the  same  proportion 
as  shall  be  allowed  to  all  depositors  on  security  of  their  deposits ,  not  exceeding 
three-fourths  thereof.”  These  special  duties,  in  addition  to  general  manage - 
ment ^  necessarily  imply,  as  well  as  absolutely  require,  not  only  a  general  know¬ 
ledge,  but  a  careful  and  minute  supervision  over  all  the  officers  and  agents,  as 
well  as  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  institution,  placed  in  their  care  and  charge. 
They  were  empowered  “  to  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body,  and  to  ap¬ 
point  a  treasurer  and  all  other  officers,  agents  and  servants,  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  the  proper  business  of  the  institution,  and  in  their  discretion  to 
dismiss  them”  The  treasurer,  although  an  officer  of  the  institution,  was  directly 
responsible  to  the  trustees  and  under  their  control.  He  could  not  directly  or 
indirectly,  carry  on  any  other  business,  without  their  express  permission,  under 
the  penalty  of  $3,000.  It  was  their  duty  to  “  take  security  for  his  good  be¬ 
havior,”  as  well  as  for  “  the  faithful  and  due  execution  of  his  office.”  His  acts 
in  doing  the  current  and  lawful  business  of  the  institution,  were  theirs.  The 
stockholders  and  depositors,  as  well  as  the  public,  looked  to  them  for  the  faith¬ 
ful,  honest  and  good  management  of  the  institution  under  their  control. 
Their  own  testimony,  and  the  result ,  will  show  how  they  performed  these  du¬ 
ties. 

Says  Mr.  Lightner,  one  of  the  most  active  and  intelligent  among  the  trus¬ 
tees,  “  I  attended  very  regularly  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  board.  The 
principal  business,  at  those  meetings,  was  the  discounting  of  negotiable  paper. 
This  duty  I  endeavored  to  discharge  with  due  caution  and  intelligence ;  I 
profess  to  have  performed  no  other  duty,dn  reference  to  the  affairs  of  the  in¬ 
stitution,  appertaining  to  the  office  of  trustee.  The  custody  of  the  funds, 
their  proper  application,  as  directed  by  the  board,  and  the  keeping  of  correct 
accounts  and  records,  were  the  duties  of  the  treasurer.  Any  supervisory 
power  over  him,  in  those  respects,  I  cannot  claim  to  have  exercised.  I  never 
made  any  examination  of  his  accounts,  nor  am  1  aware  that  such  examination 
ever  was  made  by  any  one.  We  had  every  facility  for  examination  if  we 
desired  it. 
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Dr.  Stubbs,  also  a  trustee,  says:  “I  never  examined  the  books  of  the 
institution,  except  as  they  lay  open  on  the  desk,  with  the  exception  of  the 
‘  offering  book,’  upon  which  was  noted  the  paper  offered  for  discount,  and 
which  I  only  saw  at  the  meetings  of  the  board.” 

Indeed,  the  only  examination  ever  made  of  the  books  or  affairs  of  the  insti¬ 
tution,  by  the  trustees,  so  far  as  alleged  or  sworn  by  the  testimony,  was  in 
1843,  which  revealed  the  fact  that  the  former  treasurer  was  indebted,  or  had 
overdrawn  his  account  about  $3,000.  A  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety 
for  $20,000,  was  taken  from  Mr.  Boughter  when  he  entered  upon  the  office ; 
but  never  having  been  renewed,  even  when  the  charter  was  extended,  the 
sureties  were,  of  course,  released,  and  the  $20,000  lost  to  the  institution. 

If  the  generally  entertained  and  expressed  opinion  be  correct,  that  the  un¬ 
authorized  and  illegal  use  of  the  funds  of  this  institution  by  the  treasurer 
was  the  immediate  cause  of  its  failure,  does  it  not  place  in  bold  relief  the 
gross,  if  not  culpable  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  ;  men  selected 
for  the  office  because  they  were  known  to  be  prudent  and  careful  and  honest 
in  the  common  business  of  life,  and  vigilant  and  pains-taking  in  matters  of 
money  pertaining  to  themselves,  and  thus  entrusted  with  the  hard  earned 
money  of  the  laborer,  the  slow-gotten  wages  of  the  servant  girl,  the  living  of 
the  widow  and  the  pittance  of  the  orphan  ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  does 
not,  in  the  least  degree,  excuse  or  palliate  the  act,  or  offence  or  crime,  on  the 
part  of  the  treasurer.  We  leave  it  for  others  to  say,  whether  the  rigid  and 
faithful  performance  of  their  duty  would  not  have  prevented,  or  checked  or 
defeated  the  wrong,  and  averted  the  disaster. 

We  might  here  add,  not  only  as  a  suggestion,  but  as  our  deliberate  opinion — 
not  learned,  but  strengthened  and  confirmed  by  this  investigation — that  the 
vices  inherent  in,  consequent  upon,  if  not  necessarily  incident  to,  our  present 
banking  system,  were  the  natural  parent  of  both  of  the  causes  we  have  men¬ 
tioned,  as  leading  to  and  producing  the  failure  of  this  institution.  That  the 
glaring  defects  and  demoralizing  influence  of  the  system,  as  legalized  and 
practiced,  are  such,  that  if  there  be  any  banking  institution  in  our  country 
managed  honestly ,  and  at  the  same  tim e  profitably  for  all  concerned,  it  is  be¬ 
cause  of  the  incorruptible  integrity  and  continued  vigilance  of  the  officers;  in 
spite  of,  and  not  in  accordance  with,  the  natural  tendencies  of  the  system. 
To  elaborate  or  argue  this,  to  us,  plain  question  at  this  day,  and  especially  in 
this  report,  would  be  useless,  if  not  improper.  If  the  proofs  which  so  thickly 
stud  the  past  and  present  history  of  banks  and  banking,  and  the  destruction 
of  fortunes  and  characters,  which  its  pages  reveal,  do  not  fully  sustain  it  and 
convince  the  public,  neither  will  they  be  convinced  by  any  argument  of  ours, 
or  any  number  of  such  failures  as  we  have  here  examined. 

BY  WHAT  MEANS  HAVE  THE  ASSETS  BEEN  DIMINISHED  SINCE  THE  REPORT  OE  THE 

TRUSTEES,  JUNE  16,  1855. 

The  report  above  mentioned,  was  based  upon  an  estimate  and  appraisement 
made  on  the  13th  June,  1855,  in  which  the  liabilities  of  the  institution  were 


stated  at  the  sum  of .  $544,633  06 

And  the  assets,  so  far  as  they  could  be  valued  and  appraised, 

at . .  395,962  84 

The  par  value  of  the  stocks  transferred  by  Mr.  Boughter — the 
same  which  he  says  cost  him  about  $65,000,  and  not  included 
in  the  above  appraised  assets — were  put  down  at .  202,090  00 


This  report  was  part  of  a  system  of  negotiation  going  on  at  that  time  be¬ 
tween  the  trustees  and  depositors,  looking  to  a  resuscitation  of  the  institution. 
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which  the  trustees  proposed  upon  certain  conditions,  which,  it  is  alleged, 
were  never  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  depositors  and  creditors  of  the 
institution.  The  whole  of  this  negotiation — what  was  proposed,  what  was 
accepted  and  agreed  to,  and  what  was  done  and  consummated- — is  spread  at 
length  upon  the  testimony  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  public  meetings 
held  at  that  time.  It  seems  that  after  the  trustees  discovered  that  the  insti¬ 
tution  was  in  difficulty,  and  before  they  ascertained  the  extent  thereof,  and 
concluded  to  make  it  public,  they  continued  to  receive  and  pay  out  deposits  as 
usual,  but  carefully  keeping  the  amount  received  by  itself.  This  amount,  so 
received ,  they  were  of  course  bound  to  re-pay  in  jull.  It  seems  that,  during 
the  negotiation  above  referred  to,  in  order  to  protect  the  assets  from  execu¬ 
tion,  or  from  such  of  the  creditors  as  declined  any  and  all  compromise,  an 
assignment  of  the  property  of  the  institution  was  made  by  the  trustees  to 
Messrs.  Richards  and  Henderson.  That  under  this  assignment,  regularly 
made,  the  assignees  took  possession  of  the  assets  of  the  institution,  but  made  * 
no  inventory  or  appraisement,  and  gave  no  security  or  bond.  They  held  the 
assets,  they  say,  as  the  custodians  or  agents  of  the  trustees ,  continuing  the 
clerks,  and  doing  what  business  they  did  as  such ,  and  not  in  the  character 
of  assignees.  That  when  it  was  supposed  that  an  arrangement  between  the 
creditors  and  trustees  was  about  to  be  consummated,  in  pursuance  of  a  reso¬ 
lution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  on  the  17th  of  August,  1855,  they 
re-transferred,  and  handed  back  to  the  trustees,  all  the  assets  and  property 
they  had  received  from  them,  and  the  trustees  went  on  collecting  the  assets, 
and  paying  off  and  compromising  with  the  creditors  until  April,  1857,  when 
they  made  a  second  assignment  to  T.  L.  Roberts.  Previous  to  this  second  as¬ 
signment,  as  appears  by  the  books  kept,  and  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  A.  E. 
Roberts — -the  treasurer  of  the  trustees  succeeding  Mr.  Boughter — there  was 
collected  of  the  assets,  and  paid  out  to  creditors,  the  sum  of  $281,666  17 ;  of 
which  nearly  $100,000  was  appropriated  to  paying  off,  in  full,  those  who  de¬ 
posited  their  money  after  the  institution  was  known  to  be  in  a  bad  condition 
by  the  trustees,  for  the  redemption  of  some  collaterals  deposited  with  the 
Farmers’  Bank  of  Lancaster,  and  for  interest,  &c.  The  balance  was  paid  upon 
compromise  with  depositors,  thereby  cancelling  liabilities  of  the  institution  to 
the  amount  of  $362,394  34.  A  full  list  of  the  depositors  paid,  the  amount  of 
their  claims,  and  the  sum  paid  to  each,  will  be  found  in  the  exhibits  annexed 
to  the  testimony.  It  will  also  appear  that  the  real  estate  transferred  had 
greatly  depreciated  in  value,  as  also  other  property.  That  various  city,  and 
other  loans  and  mortgages,  were  exchanged  at  par  with  the  creditors,  when 
their  cash  market  value  was  from  five  to  twenty  per  cent,  below  par.  By  the 
inventory  and  appraisement  filed  in  court  by  Mr.  Roberts,  the  assignee,  a  copy 
of  which  will  be  found  among  the  exhibits,  it  appears  that  there  was  assigned 
and  handed  over  to  him  by  the  trustees,  assets  amounting  to  $108,878  59  j 
and  also  in  addition  thereto  the  stock  aforesaid,  costing  $65,000.  The  liabili¬ 
ties  of  the  institution  appear  then  to  have  been,  as  far  as  ascertained,  $186,- 
254  85. 

We  will  here  add,  that  there  is  no  testimony  to  show  any  mismanage¬ 
ment  or  want  of  vigilance  in  the  trustees,  or  any  of  them,  since  the  failure  of 
the  institution.  Nor  does  it  appear  that  they  took  any  advantage  of  their 
early  knowledge  of  its  failing  condition,  to  withdraw  their  deposits,  or  part 
with  their  stock.  Nor  did  those  who  were  so  largely  indebted  to  the  institu¬ 
tion,  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  the  certificates  of  de¬ 
posit  at  a  depreciated  rate,  and  thus  pay  their  indebtedness  to  the  institution 
with  less  than  the  actual  sum  due.

Testimony  taken  in  the  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Lancanter  Savings 

Institution ,  July ,  1858. 

Lancaster,  July  6,  1858. 

Benjamin  Parke  and  E.  C.  Wilson,  two  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution, 
under  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  15th,  1858,  met  at  the  banking 
house  of  said  institution,  pursuant  to  notice  given  to  the  officers  of  said  in¬ 
stitution  July  6,  1858,  when  the  act  of  Assembly,  commissions  and  oaths  of 
office  were  read. 

A.  G.  Helfenstein  was  appointed  secretary  to  the  board,  and  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  Ambrose  M’Conomy  was  appointed  assistant  secretary  : 

Resolved ,  That  Ambrose  M’Conomy,  late  clerk  in  the  Lancaster  Savings 
Institution,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  assistant  secretary  to  this  commission, 
as  his  fanfiliarity  with  the  books  and  papers  of  the  institution,  make  his  ser¬ 
vices  indispensable  to  our  investigation. 

Books  of  the  institution  examined,  when  they  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  July  7,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 


Wednesday,  July  7,  1855,  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Messrs.  Parke  and  Wilson,  two  of  the  commissioners,  met  pursuant  to  ad¬ 
journment.  A.  G.  Helfenstein  was  sworn  to  perform  his  duties  as  secretary, 
with  fidelity. 

Letter  of  Charles  Boughter  received  and  read.  Ambrose  M’Conomy 
affirmed  as  assistant  secretary  to  the  commissioners. 
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George  Sanderson,  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Gov.  John  W.  Geary,  appeared,  presented  his  commission  and  oath 
of  office  and  took  his  seat. 

Adjourned  to  Thursday,  July  8,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 


Thursday,  July  8,  1858,  9  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Commissioners  met. 

Charles  B  ought er,  sworn  : 

I  became  treasurer  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  in  August,  1843. 
The  business  of  the  institution  was  to  receive  moneys  on  deposit,  and  to  pay 
the  interest  of  the  same  to  the  depositors.  There  were  general  and  special  de¬ 
posits.  No  interest  paid  on  general  deposits.  By  general  depositors,  I  mean 
those  that  drew  their  money  whenever  they  wanted  it.  Special  deposits  were 
those  that  remained  on  deposit  for  some  time  and  drew  interest.  The  rate  of 
interest  varied  from  three  to  five  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  directed  the  rate  of  interest  in  advance  of  the  deposit.  I  had  no  au¬ 
thority  myself  to  fix  the  rate  of  interest.  We  kept  the  bulk  of  the  cash 
received  on  deposit  in  other  banks.  It  was  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  in¬ 
stitution,  and  not  to  my  credit.  The  moneys  of  the  institution  were  deposited 
in  the  Lancaster  Bank,  and  afterwards  in  the  Farmers’  Bank  of*  Lancaster. 
The  principal  business  of  the  institution  was  discounting  paper.  1  have  dis¬ 
counted  paper  without  the  authority  of  the  board  ;  I  had  authority  to  discount 
notes  without  the  previous  action  of  the  trustees  being  had.  Those  notes 
that  I  discounted  between  boards,  were  entered  on  the  offering  book  for  their 
inspection  at  their  first  weekly  meeting.  I  can  recollect  no  instance  in  which 
my  action  was  disapproved.  I  also  discounted  paper  without  the  authority 
of  the  board,  at  the  suggestion  of  some  one  member  of  the  board  of  the  trustees. 
The  paper  done  without  authority  was  not  the  paper  of  any  one  of  the  trus¬ 
tees.  Judge  Schaeffer,  Mr.  Lightner,  Mr.  Gable  and  Mr.  Kieffer,  are  the 
names  of  trustees  who  requested  this  to  be  done.  An  arrangement  existed 
between  myself  and  the  president,  that  he  should  be  consulted  as  to  paper 
discounted  between  boards.  About  one-eighth  or  one-fourth  of  all  the  dis¬ 
counts  was  done  in  this  way.  In  this  I  include  matured  or  continued  paper. 

I  had  no  authority  that  I  know  of  to  invest  money  in  stocks. 

Bought  one  hundred  shares  of  Portsmouth  dry  dock  from  Mr.  Helfenstein, 
for  which  I  paid  $375.  Subscribed  for  the  fifteen  shares  of  Huntingdon  and 
Broad  Top  railroad  company,  to  either  Mr.  C.  Hager  or  Wm.  Carpenter,  at 
$50  per  share  in  long  notes,  twelve  months,  without  interest,  and  ^ere  high. 

The  eight  hundred  shares  of  Algonquin  mining  company  I  bought  from 
.Robert  Johnson,  broker,  or  his  agent.  The  stock  cost  $7,000,  and  was  paid. 

The  two  hundred  and  forty  shares  of  Raritan  Consolidated  mining  com¬ 
pany  I  purchased  from  Robert  Johnson.  It  cost  me  at  least  five  dollars  per  * 
share,  and  was  paid. 

The  one  hundred  shares  of  Perkiomen  stock  I  bought  from  David  Longen- 
ecker.  It  cost  $900. 

Green  Ridge  improvement  company,  I  subscribed  for  to  Mr.  John  F.  Long, 
at  ten  dollars  per  share  in  notes.  It  cost  $2,100. 

Philadelphia  and  Sunbury  stock  cost  nothing. 

Carbon  Run  improvement  company,  two  hundred  and  thirteen  shares  I  sub¬ 
scribed  for  to  Mr.  Thomas  Baumgardner,  at  ten  dollars  per  share,  and  was  \ 
paid. 
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Locust  Gap  company,  two  thousand  shares  I  subscribed  for  to  Mr.  David 
Longenecker,  and  cost  $5,000  in  notes  to  Longenecker. 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  shares  Sunbury  canal  company,  subscribed 
for  it  to  Mr.  David  Longenecker,  and  paid  $12,000  for  it. 

Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty  shares  Big  Mountain  coal  company 
Mr.  John  F.  Long  induced  me  to  subscribe  for.  The  first  three  hundred  shares 
I  paid  $3,000  for.  It  was  afterwards  increased  to  one  thousand  three  hun¬ 
dred  shares,  at  the  instance  of  David  Longenecker,  John  F.  Long  and  Thomas 
Baumgardner.  One  thousand  shares  of  it  was  sent  to  me  a  present  by  Mr. 
Longenecker.  Two  hundred  shares  I  received  from  Mr.  C.  kieffer  in  trade 
for  a  valuable  town  lot  in  Duke  street.  1  paid  him  some  three  or  four  hundred 
dollars  in  cash  for  the  difference.  1  got  one  hundred  shares  from  Mr.  John 
S.  Gable,  and  paid  him  four  and  a  half  or  five  dollars  per  share,  in  money  or 
note.  I  gave  him  credit  for  the  money  in  the  institution,  in  his  bank  book. 
Mr.  Gable  and  Mr.  Kieffer  were  both  directors  in  the  institution  at  the  time. 

Lancaster  steam  mill  loan  of  $800,  was  a  subscription  to  a  company. 

Judgment  bond,  Bupp .  $800  00,  personal  loan. 

Do....Breck .  365  00 . do 

Do.... Weaver .  200  00 . do 

Michigan  canal  bonds  of  $2,000  subscribed  for  to  Mr.  Freauff,  a  stockholder 
at  the  time. 

Broad  Top  railroad  bonds,  $1,250.  Purchased  the  bonds  from  James  B. 
Lane,  and  the  stock  from  C.  Hager,  Esq. 

Fifty  shares  of  Farmers’  Bank  stock  I  purchased  at  fifty  dollars  per  share. 

Fifty"  shares  of  Lancaster  gas  stock  I  bought  from  the  treasurer,  Geo.  K. 
Feed,  at  eighteen  dollars.  Cost  $900. 

One  hundred  shares  Marietta  turnpike,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  share, 
from  Air.  Cassel,  the  treasurer. 

One  hundred  and  two  shares  Oregon  turnpike,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per 
share,  I  subscribed  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  I  being  a  director  in  both 
companies.  Mr.  Kieffer  and  Reah  Frazer  were  also  directors  in  the  same 
companies.  It  was  paid  in  cash  and  notes.  The  whole  amount  was  paid  in 
a  short  time.  Mr.  Kieffer  and  Mr.  Frazer  were  also  trustees  in  the  institution. 
Mr.  Kieffer  and  self  owned  an  ore  bank  on  the  line  of  the  Marietta  turnpike. 

Four  shares  of  Manor  turnpike,  at  fifty  dollars  per  share,  cost  $200. 

Willow  Street  turnpike,  four  shares  at  $25  per  share,  cost  $100. 

Conestoga  and  Manor  pike,  $600  paid  on  the  twenty  shares. 

Presbyterian  church  of  Lancaster,  mortgage  of  $5,260,  paid  the  money  for  it. 

I  purchased  $900  of  Mariposa  mining  company,  at  the  suggestion  of  I.  N. 
Lightner.  I  gave  the  money  to  James  B.  Lane,  who  remitted  it  to  Geo.  W. 
Baker,  of  San  Francisco. 

I  bought  two  hundred  shares,  more  or  less,  of  Farmers’  Bank  stock  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Reah  Frazer  and  Christian  Kieffer,  at  $50  per  share,  costing 
$10,000.  The  parties  backed  out  subsequently,  and  i  took  the  whole  of  it 
myself — this  was  about  the  year  1850  or  1851.  They  were  at  the  time  di¬ 
rectors  of  the  institution.  I  paid  it  by  giving  notes,  &c.  I  paid  $7,500  of 
the  funds  of  the  institution  for  it.  Col.  Reah  Frazer  was  a  stockholder  in  the 
Farmers’  Bank. 

I  also  purchased  in  connection  with  Col.  Frazer,  and  at  his  suggestion, 
$10,000  worth  of  California  war  bonds.  I  never  paid  my  share  of  these  bonds. 
I  also  purchased  one  hundred  shares  of  State  Bank  of  Illinois,  from  Col.  Fra¬ 
zer,  while  he  was  a  director,  for  which  1  paid  him  by  giving  him  credit  on  his 
“  pass  book”  with  the  institution,  amounting  to  $4-50.  I  was  engaged  with 
Mr.  Kieffer  in  buying  lots  and  building  houses  in  Lancaster,  from  1850  to  1855. 
In  this  transaction,  1  used  moneys  of  the  institution. 
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Ten  shares  of  the  York  Furnace  bridge  company,  1  subscribed  to  John 
ShafFner  and  Jacob  Huber,  at  $50  per  share,  costing  $500  This  was  paid. 

Seventeen  shares  Odd  Fellows  hall  at  Safe  Harbor,  at  $10  per  share,  costing 
$170,  paid  to  treasurer.  Judgment  of  $200,  Lewis  Heinly.  Judgment  of 
$1,000,  Henry  Myerly,  taken  at  the  instance  of  Col.  Frazer;  used  the  funds 
of  the  institution  for  this  purpose. 

Jacob  Hostetter’s  mortgage  of  $4,000,  was  taken  by  me  for  the  purpose  of 
starting  the  “bitters  business.”  (Mr.  B.  says  this  is  a  mistake.) 

David  Hostetter,  $2,000,  a  note.  $10,000  mortgage  on  the  Catholic  church, 
was  done  at  my  own  instance  ;  paid  the  money  of  the  institution  for  it.  This 
mortgage  was  recorded  at  once.  This  money  was  entered  as  a  discount  on 
the  books  of  the  institution  and  carried  along  as  such. 

Eighty-five  shares  Conestoga  Steam  Mill  stock,  for  which  I  paid  $2,000  or 
more.  I  subscribed  to  Mr.  John  F.  Long  for  this  stock. 

During  my  official  connection  with  this  institution,  for  a  space  of  twelve 
years,  there  was  no  investigation  of  its  affairs  made  by  the  trustees  whatever. 

No  member  of  the  board  ever  spoke  to  me  on  the  subject  of  using  the  mo¬ 
neys  of  the  institution  for  these  outside  transactions  spoken  of. 

No  member  of  the  board  ever  knew  what  amount  of  money  any  other  mem¬ 
ber  had  out,  except  by  referring  to  the  books.  1  have  repeatedly  loaned  money 
to  the  trustees,  the  same  as  to  other  customers  of  the  institution,  at  their  per¬ 
sonal  solicitation,  but  no  very  large  amount  at  one  time.  I  would  endorse 
the  notes  as  security. 

When  I  was  committed  to  prison  I  was  on  notes  of  members  of  the  board, 
to  the  amount  of  $30,000,  such  as  Mr.  Gable,  Mr.  Frazer  and  Mr.  Kieffer. 

The  Columbia  Bank  was  a  depositor  here.  The  cashier  of  the  bank  would 
deposit  uncurrent  money  here,  with  the  understanding  that  he  was  to  receive 
par  funds,  at  fifteen  or  thirty  days,  as  they  would  draw  out.  The  Columbia 
Bank  made  the  most  money  by  the  contract  or  operation.  From  January, 
1850,  to  October,  1854,  these  deposits  were  made,  andamounted  to  $144,544  83. 
We  made  no  deposits  in  the  Columbia  Bank;  the  transaction  was  the  other 
way. 

Joseph  Baily,  while  State  Treasurer,  deposited  all  the  funds  he  collected 
in  this  part  of  the  country,  in  this  institution.  The  amount  deposited  by  him, 
from  May  20,  1854,  to  June  4,  1855,  was  $108,931  94.  There  was  nothing 
paid  to  him  or  any  one  else,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  use  of  the  deposits. 

The  Prince  street  lots  were  bought  by  C.  Kieffer  and  myself,  of  Samuel 
Gundaker,  subject  to  a  mortgage  held  by  the  institution,  which  was  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  purchase.  The  mortgage  was  for  $3,000.  We  gave  our 
notes  without  endorsement,  to  the  institution  for  it.  The  note  was  unpaid  at 
the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  institution.  The  note  was  given  in  1848.  Mr. 
Kieffer  and  myself  put  up  two  houses  to  commence  with.  Mr.  Kieffer  paid 
for  the  whole  building  in  trade.  I  paid  my  half  of  it  to  Mr.  K.  in  cash. 

I  paid  $1,100  in  cash,  being  my  half  of  the  cost.  Afterwards  Mr.  K.  and 
I  remained  in  partnership  until  four  houses  had  been  put  up.  In  addition  to 
the  $1,100  already  paid  to  Mr.  K.,  as  mentioned,  we  then  dissolved  partner¬ 
ship,  and  I  paid  $4,500  additional  to  Mr.  K.,  for  his  interest,  and  became  liable 
for  the  payment  of  $3,500  of  an  incumbrance. 

There  was  a  condition  of  the  sale  that  Mr.  K.  was  to  have  the  building  of 
the  additional  houses,  and  he  was  to  draw  on  me  for  payment.  I  went  on  un¬ 
der  this  arrangement  building  six-— making  ten  houses  altogether,  and  paid 
Mr.  K.  the  additional  sum  of  $15,000.  1  paid  him  usually  by  giving  him 

credit  on  his  general  deposit  account  in  the  Saving  institution.  These  houses 
were  built  between  the  year  1848 — 1853.  During  all  of  which  time,  Mr.  K, 
was  a  trustee  of  this  institution.  The  credits  to  Mr.  K.  were  made  from  time

time,  in  small  amounts,  many  of  them  in  $1,000  amounts.  None  of  the  other 
officers  of  this  institution  knew  any  thing  about  these  transactions,  and  de¬ 
posits  credited  to  Mr.  K.,  unless  so  far  as  the  books  might  show.  I  think  that 
the  directors  knew  that  I  was  the  owner  of  these  houses,  during  their  con¬ 
struction,  as  well  as  the  whole  community.  I  paid  several  hundred  dollars  to 
Mr.  Gable  for  lumber,  for  the  fencing  around  the  houses  after  they  were  fin¬ 
ished.  I  paid  Mr.  Gable  by  giving  him  credit  on  his  bank  book.  * 

No.  2.  Tavern  property  adjoining1  institution,  purchased  from  C.  Hager,  at 
$7,500.  All  paid  for. 

No.  3.  East  of  Ann  street  property,  purchased  from  Joseph  Miller,  cost 
$2,100.  Paid  for. 

No.  4.  Millerstown  property,  March  30,  1854,  bought  of  Susanna  Herr, 
cost  $1,800.  Paid  for. 

No.  5.  Half  of  Love  lane  property,  June  17,  1854,  David  Miller,  grantor, 
my  interest  $1,000.  Paid  for. 

No.  6.  Lime  street  property,  May  1,  1854,  bought  of  David  Miller  for 
$2,500.  Paid  for. 

No.  7.  Lots  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty-one,  twenty-two,  twenty-three  and 
fifty-three,  Beaver  and  Prince  streets,  July  6,  1854,  $500.  Paid  for. 

No.  8.  Two  acres  of  ground  and  dwelling  house  in  Safe  Harbor,  November 
23,  1854,  George  Martin,  sheriff. 

No.  9.  Two  lots,  fifty-four  and  fifty-nine,  Prince  and  Beaver  streets,  March 
14,  1855,  bought  of  S.  J.  Williams  for  $250. 

No.  10.  One  undivided  one-third  of  forty-five  acres  of  the  Brady  farm,  July 
6,  1854,  bought  of  Jas.  L.  Reynolds,  administrator  of  William  Mathiot. 

No.  11.  One  undivided  one-third  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  city  of  Lancaster, 
fifteen  acres,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  perches,  March  22,  1855,  Shroder, 
Russell  &  Boughter  bought  of  Scheuern  Brandt. 

Interest  in  Fulton  hall  and  Wabank  properties  to  the  amount  of  $3,300  00 

Mineral  lands  in  Missouri . . . . .  10,000  00 

Red  bank  lots . . .  2,000  00 

I  have  examined  the  minute  book  of  the  institution  from  the  time  1  was 
elected  treasurer,  down  to  the  time  of  its  failure,  and  find  that  there  were 
cash  dividends  declared  and  paid  to  the  stockholders,  amounting  to  the  sum 
of  $20,874  60.  That  on  October  25,  1848,  there  was  a  surplus  fund  carried 
to  stock,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  given  to  stockholders  pro 
rata ,  of  $9,054  39.  That  on  July  6,  1853,  there  was  a  surplus  dividend 
into  stock,  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  divided  pro  rata  to 
stockholders,  of  $14,000,  making  in  all  of  surplus  dividend  to  stockholders 
$23,054  39,  which,  added  to  the  cash  dividends  of  $20,874  60,  makes  an 
aggregate  of  $43,928  99  paid  to  the  stockholders  from  November  6,  1843,  to 
January  5,  1854.  There  is  nothing  on  the  books  to  show  any  amount  of  cash 
paid  by  the  stockholders  on  acconnt  of  stock,  during  the  time  I  was  treasurer, 
except  the  simple  entry  in  the  general  statement  made  by  the  treasurer  to  the 
board  at  each  meeting,  which  entry  is  in  the  following  words,  viz :

Which  sum  is  regularly  carried  on  in  each  weekly  statement  up 
to  November  1,  1848,  in  which  is  the  following  entry: — To

is  the  following  entry  : — To  capital  stock  paid  in .  20,904  50 

Which  sum  is  gradually  increased  until  under  date  of  July  17, 

1850,  is  the  following  entry: — To  capital  stock  paid  in..  .  . , 


30,005  75 
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Which  amount  is  gradually  increased  until  July  6,  1853,  when 

it  amounted  to . . . .  $30,140  75 

And  on  July  13,  1853,  there  is  the  following  entry  : — To  capital 

stock  paid  in . .  50,000  00 

Which  entry  is  carried  on  until  the  failure  of  the  institution.  There  are  no 
books  or  entries  in  the  books  that  1  know  of,  that  will  show  at  what  time,  and 
by  whom,  or  in  what  manner,  whether  in  cash  or  otherwise,  that  additional 
sum  to  the  stock  was  paid  in,  except,  as  I  have  stated,  in  the  division  of  the 
surplus. 

Dividends  from  the  organization,  November  7,  1836,  being  the  first  dividend 
declared,  down  to  May  4,  1843,  as  copied  from  “Dividend  Book:”

The  statement  book,  under  date  September  25,  1844,  will  show  the  number 
and  kind  of  stocks  belonging  to  the  institution  at  that  time,  viz :

My  recollection  is  that  the  Schuylkill  Bank  stock  sold  for  two  dollars  per 
share.  It  was  sold  by  a  resolution  of  the  board  as  follows: 


“  On  motion  of  C.  KiefTer  it  was 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  treasurer  be  authorized  to  sell  the  Girard  and  Schuyl¬ 
kill  Bank  stock  belonging  to  the  institution  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  he 
thinks  the  sale  advisable.” 

It  was  sold  to  hlewton  Lightner  for  two  dollars  per  share,  that  is  the 
Schuylkill.  1  believe  that  the  Girard  stock  was  sold  at  a  net  loss  to  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  about  $2,800.  Mechanics’  Bank  stock  was  sold  by  myself  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  board.  The  loss  on  it  was  heavy.  The  stocks  were 
bought  under  the  first  management  of  the  institution  at  enormously  high  rates. 
These  stocks  were  held  by  the  institution  when  I  first  became  treasurer.  It 
was  sold  without  any  authority  of  the  board,  not  for  any  private  benefit,  but 
for  the  use  of  the  institution.  Nor  did  I  use  the  funds  raised  by  the  same. 
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Lancaster  City  and  County  fire  insurance  company  is  still  held  by  the  insti¬ 
tution.  During  my  time  I  only  recollect  one  instance  of  a  purchase  of  negotia¬ 
ble  paper  at  a  larger  rate  of  discount  than  one  half  per  cent,  for  thirty  days. 
At  a  time  when  there  were  funds  on  hand  Mr.  Lightner  was  authorized  by  the 
board  to  go  to  Philadelphia  and  purchase  paper  at  such  rates  as  it  could  be 
obtained — the  amount  was  about  $30,000.  It  was  subsequently  collected  in 
full  by  the  institution. 

In  regard  to  the  particular  causes  which  led  to  the  failure  of  the  institution, 
my  knowledge  of  the  institution  would  begin  with  the  time  I  became  con¬ 
nected  with  it  and  a  knowledge  of  the  books.  The  institution  was  bankrupt 
to  the  extent  of  $15,000,  when  1  was  elected  treasurer.  Since  which  time,  it 
can  be  ascertained  from  the  books,  that  there  has  not  been  more  cash  paid  in 
to  the  capital  stock  than  about  $16,000.  The  books  show  that  there  had  been 
paid  in,  in  cash,  on  the  capital,  but  $7,600.  The  dividends  paid  out  in  the 
same  time,  were  $7,027  20.  The  expense  account  paid  out  at  the  same  time 
was  $6,749  13.  The  actual  loss  as  taken  from  the  books,  $7,975  50,  making 
a  loss  of  $22,751  73,  which  deducted  from  the  money  paid  in  would  leave 
$15.15173. 

With  regard  to  the  causes  of  the  failure  of  the  institution,  I  can  mention 
three  or  four.  First  the  expenses  cf  the  concern,  the  heavy  rates  and  large 
amount  of  interest  paid  to  depositors.  The  large  amount  of  dividends  paid  to 
stockholders  on  capital  stock  that  had  not  been  paid  in,  and  also  loans  made 
by  myself  of  the  institution  to  the  amount,  I  believe,  of  $65,000,  and  which 
amount  I  was  induced  by  outside  influence  to  invest  in  stocks,  such  as  coal 
lands,  coal  stocks  and  other  stocks.  Those  investments  turned  out  to  be  a 
total  loss  up  to  this  time.  I  invested  money  in  real  estate,  amounting  to,  I 
think,  when  I  made  the  assignment  of  them  to  the  institution,  about  $102,000. 
When  I  used  the  funds  of  the  institution  for  aj?y  purpose,  I  would  deposit  col¬ 
laterals.  I  made  an  entire  and  clean  surrender  to  the  trustees  of  all  the  pro¬ 
perty,  real  and  personal,  that  I  had  in  the  world,  under  an  express  promise 
from  Mr.  Lightner  and  x\Ir.  Gable,  which  was  sanctioned  by  Mr.  Kieffer,  Judge 
Schaeffer  and  Col.  Frazer,  that  the  institution  should  not  go  down  ;  that  I 
should  not  be  harmed  in  any  way,  and  they  said  it  was  not  necessary  for  me 
to  employ  any  counsel,  that  this  state  of  affairs  should  be  kept  from  the  world, 
and  that  the  depositors  of  the  institution  and  those  doing  business  here  should 
not  suffer.  I  even  went  so  far  in  the  surrender  of  all  my  property,  in  the 
hope  that  no  one  might  loose  any  thing,  that  I  induced  Mrs.  Boughter  to  give 
up  a  set  of  silver  that  she  had  owned  for  years,  purchased  with  her  own  funds, 
that  had  been  used  but  three  times ;  and  it  was  sacrificed  by  the  gentleman 
having  charge  of  the  assets,  for  less  than  fifty  cents  in  the  dollar.  It  would 
have  sold  dollar  for  dollar  in  the  city  of  Lancaster.  I  also  gave  up  my  parlor 
furniture  worth  $1,500.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  I  surrendered  pro¬ 
perty  to  the  institution,  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  any  deficit,  or  all  debts 
against  the  institution,  provided  it  would  have  realized  cost  prices.  I  did  not 
use  any  of  the  funds  of  the  institution  at  any  time,  without  depositing  collat¬ 
erals  to  the  extent  of  the  loan.  I  can’t  recollect  the  amount  of  funds  of  the 
institution  that  I  used  in  the  wray  above  specified. 

I  don’t  know  that  any  of  the  trustees  had  any  more  knowledge  of  the  fact 
of  my  using  the  funds  of  the  institution  for  these  purposes,  than  they  had  of 
the  business  and  transactions  of  each  other  with  the  institution.  Some  of  the 
trustees  have  used  the  funds  of  the  institution  for  their  own  purposes,  with¬ 
out  the  knowledge  of  the  others,  viz  :  In  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  deposits 
or  credit  certificates,  without  the  money  being  deposited.  Mr.  Gable  has 
done  so,  when  he  was  trustee,  during  several  years ;  the  amounts  would  be 
from  two  to  ten  thousand  dollars  at  a  time  j  it  extended  for  a  period  of  three

or  four  or  five  years,  and  occurred  about  twice  a  year.  He  would  also  draw 
checks,  overdrawing  his  account  to  the  amount  sometimes,  of  $10,000,  which 
he  was  willing  to  pay  interest  for,  if  we  thought  right  to  charge  him.  The 
overdrafts  did  not  remain  unpaid  any  long  time. 

Mr.  Lightner’s  account  would  sometimes  be  overdrawn  five  or  six  hundred 
dollars  j  he  would  pay  it  in  whenever  informed  of  it. 

I  know  of  but  one  instance  in  which  the  trustees  (other  than  the  president 
and  the  solicitor,  for  his  per  centage  in  collecting)  received  any  emolument 
for  his  services  except  expenses,  viz  :  About  a  year  before  the  institution  failed 
there  was  about  $400  divided  among  four  members  of  the  board — Messrs. 
Schaeffer,  Gable,  Lightner  and  Kieffer.  It  was  an  odd  amount  left  after  a 
division  or  making  up  of  a  surplus.  The  other  three  that  received  nothing 
were  not  present,  and  knew  nothing  about  it,  nor  were  they  ever  informed  of 
it  within  my  knowledge.  They  are  Dr.  J.  B.  Stubbs,  Reah  Frazer  and  Adam 
Wolf.  I  suggested  the  division  of  it  among  them,  and  they  assented.  All 
the  moneys  of  the  institution  that  I  used  for  my  own  purpose,  during  my 
whole  administration  here  as  treasurer,  were  entered  in  my  bank  account,  in 
the  books  of  the  institution,  -which  were  open  for  the  inspection  of  all  the  trus¬ 
tees,  or  any  other  person  connected  with  it.  There  was  a  marked  delicacy  of 
feeling  among  the  gentlemen  of  the  board,  in  regard  to  inquiring  into,  or  ex¬ 
amining  the  business  of  each  other  with  the  institution.  My  account  was 
sometimes  overdrawn  as  much  as  $40,000.  During  my  whole  administration 
no  one  of  the  trustees  ever  made  any  objection  to  my  bank  account,  or  found 
fault  with  my  overdrafts.  No  one  of  them  ever  spoke  to  me  about  my  large 
expenditures  in  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  building.  I  frequently  endorsed 
paper  for  some  of  the  trustees  of  the  institution — both  paper  discounted  here 
and  elsewhere,  and  was  also  on  bonds  as  surety  for  some  of  the  trustees.  I 
endorsed  paper,  discounted  at  this  institution,  for  Mr.  C.  Kieffer,  a  trustee, 
for  an  amount  of  $10,000,  which  was  renewed  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
same  amount,  up  to  the  time  of  the  failure.  Also,  for  Mr.  Gable,  another 
trustee,  for  a  like  amount,  on  paper  discounted  in  this  institution.  Also,  for 
Col.  Frazer,  to  the  amount  of  $9,000,  for  a  considerable  period,  all  of  which 
was  discounted  at  this  institution.  And  was  on  a  bond,  as  surety,  for  Mr. 
Gable,  to  the  amount  of  $14,000.  I  will  explain  by  saying  that  this  bond  was 
a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  by  Mr.  Gable. 

I  was  on  a  bond  for  Col.  Frazer,  while  he  was  trustee,  for  $2,500.  I  have 
no  others  to  name,  for  I  had  no  such  transactions  with  any  others. 

In  all  these  endorsements,  if  judgment  had  been  obtained  against  me  as 
endorser,  I  would  not  have  been  able  to  have  paid  one  doller  out  of  property 
that  I  considered  my  own.  But  there  was  real  estate  in  this  city  and  county 
standing  in  my  name,  which  was  purchased  and  improved  by  the  funds  taken 
from  this  institution,  which  might  have  been  liable  for  the  debts  on  an  execu¬ 
tion.  I  think  my  circumstances,  when  I  came  into  the  institution,  were  well 
known  to  the  community.  When  I  became  treasurer,  I  had  to  work  for  a 
living,  and  sought  this  situation  as  a  means  of  supporting  myself  and  family. 
The  first  year  my  salary  was  $600.  It  was  increased  to  $800  a  year  or  two 
afterwards  ;  afterwards  to  $1,000,  and  from  time  to  time  until  I  received  $2,000. 
In  connection  with  my  salary,  I  had  the  use  of  the  dwelling  part  of  the  bank¬ 
ing  house,  when  we  moved  into  it.  The  salary  was  about  sufficient  for  the 
maintenance  of  myself  and  family.  Previous  to  my  going  into  the  institu¬ 
tion,  1  had  failed  in  the  mercantile  business.  I  paid  but  a  few  hundred  dollars 
of  my  old  debts  after  1  became  treasurer.  When  my  partner  and  myself  failed, 
we  paid  sixty  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  received  a  discharge  from  the  balance, 
being  $3,000.  I  afterwards  paid  twenty  per  cent.,  my  share  of  $1,500,  being 
the  half  from  which  I  was  released.  I  did  not  spend  a  large  amount  in  my 
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canvass  for  county  treasurer;  it  may  have  cost  me  $1,000  or  $1,200.  It  was 
in  the  year  1853.  The  trustees  assented  to  my  being  a  candidate.  The  mat¬ 
ter  was  mentioned  at  the  board. 

The  books  of  the  institution  show  that  previous  to  the  time  I  was  elected 

treasurer  thereof,  there  had  been  paid  in  on  capital  stock .  $7,690  00 

Paid  out  in  dividends .  $7,027  20 

Do.  ..  expenses . . .  6,749  13 

Loss  on  notes  discounted . . .  7,975  50 

-  21,751  83 

Deficit  in  amount  of  capital .  14,061  83 

The  stock  sold  to  Reah  Frazer,  to  the  amount  of  about  three  hundred  shares, 
by  Emanuel  Schaeffer,  C.  Kieffer  and  Newton  Lightner,  was  sold  without  any 
agency  of  mine,  and  was  sold  contrary  to  my  advice.  Mr.  Frazer  would  have 
bought  my  stock,  namely :  two  hundred  and  eight  shares,  had  I  been  willing 
to  have  sold  it  to  him.  I  do  not  recollect  anything  more. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gable :  , 

No  losses  have  occurred  to  the  institution  by  my  endorsements  to  Mr.  Ga¬ 
ble.  He  was  largely  indebted  to  the  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure.  1 
am  not  on  any  endorsements  for  any  of  the  trustees  at  present.  Mr.  Gable’s 
account  was  one  of  the  heaviest  here,  and  he  had  a  larger  line  of  discounts 
than  any  other  customer  of  the  institution  that  I  recollect.  There  was  a  large 
^jnount  of  city  drafts  also  received  from  him  in  the  way  of  business,  which 
was  the  most  profitable  kind  of  business  for  the  institution,  and  his  business 
was  profitable,  inasmuch  as  it  gave  us  city  drafts. 

There  was  an  understanding  between  Mr.  Gable  and  the  board,  that  (Judge 
Schaeffer  being  his  security  verbally)  he,  Mr.  Gable,  might  overdraw  his 
account  to  the  amount  of  $30,000  or  $40,000,  he  paying  interest  if  required. 
All  the  stocks  that  I  purchased,  I  transferred  to  the  institution  in  tact ,  not 
having  disposed  of  any,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief. 

Cross-examined  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Stubbs: 

About  the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  institution,  I  said  a  great  many  things 
to  different  trustees  that  I  do  not  now  recollect,  owing  to  my  peculiar  position 
and  great  distress  of  mind. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Lightner: 

I  do  not  adopt  any  such  language  as  “  solicited,”  when  I  speak  of  the 
“Mariposa  claim,”  in  connection  with  Mr.  Lightner.  Mr.  Lightner  advised 
me  not  to  let  any  of  those  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Shamokin  coal  stocks, 
&c.,  get  me  into  their  operations,  as  he  had  no  confidence  in  it.  But  it  was 
too  late,  as  I  had  already  purchased  largely.  The  board  acted  with  great 
caution  in  discounting  paper,  requiring  both  drawer  and  endorser  to  be  good. 
I  transferred  two  hundred  and  eight  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  institution  to 
a  the  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure.  This  was  the  largest  amount  I  ever 
owned.

Friday,  July  9,  1858. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Stubbs ,  affirmed: 

I  was  first  elected  trustee  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  in  the  month 
of  April  or  May,  A.  D.  1849,  and  continued  to  be  one  until  its  failure.  I  was 
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not  a  regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  of  the  board.  I  attended  whenever  it 
was  convenient ;  about  three  times  in  two  months.  I  did  not  make  myself 
acquainted  with  the  general  business  of  the  institution,  because  I  was  entirely 
unacquainted  with  the  business  of  banking,  and  because,  also,  of  my  remote 
residence  from  the  place  of  meeting,  and  I  had  entire  confidence  in  the  integ¬ 
rity  of  the  rest  of  the  board.  I  never  examined  the  books  of  the  institution, 
except  as  they  lay  open  on  the  desk,  with  the  exception  of  the  “  offering  book,” 
upon  which  were  noted  the  paper  offered  for  discount,  and  which  I  only  saw 
at  the  meetings  of  the  board.  1  never  was  present  on  a  single  occasion  when 
a  dividend  was  declared.  I  had,  at  the  time  of  the  failure,  eighteen  or  nine¬ 
teen  shares.  I  never  sold  any  stock.  I  hold  all  I  ever  owned.  I  cannot, 
from  the  facts  within  my  knowledge,  specify  the  causes  which  led  to  the  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  institution.  I  cannot,  from  facts  within  my  knowledge,  say  by 
what  means  the  assets  have  been  diminished  since  the  16th  day  of  June,  1855.  * 
Neither  do  I  know  that  they  have  been  diminished.  I  cannot  say  what  ma^ 
be  the  amount  of  available  assets  yet  remaining  in  the  institution.  1  have 
received  compensation  for  my  services  as  trustee.  It  wjis  on  the  score  of 
paying  my  necessary  expenses  in  coming  from  home  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  board.  For  a  time  it  was  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day,  which,  not 
being  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense,  it  was  increased  to  two  dollars  per  day. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  1  was  a  looser,  the  compensation  not  paying  my  ex¬ 
penses.  1  received  no  emolument  for  my  services. 

From  all  that  1  know  or  saw  during  my  connection  with  the  institution,  up 
to  its  failure,  I  had  full  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  treasurer,  Mr. 
Boughter.  I  never  heard  either  of  my  co-directors  express  any  doubt  of 
integrity.  On  the  24th  of  May,  1855,  I  had  the  first  intimation  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  the  institution.  1  heard  it  first  from  the  board  of  trustees.  It  was 
not  generally  known  in  the  community  at  this  time.  I  know  that  Mr.  Bough- 
tor  had  no  authority  to  discount  paper  on  his  own  account,  or  to  make  loans. 

I  repeatedly  heard  the  board  say  he  had  no  such  authority.  I  heard  the  decla¬ 
ration  made  in  his  presence,  that  no  loans  were  to  be  made,  or  paper  discounted, 
without  the  previous  authority  of  the  board.  The  board  was  cautious,  ex¬ 
tremely  cautious,  in  the  discounting  of  paper,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends. 

I  am  not  aware,  of  my  own  knowledge,  of  any  paper  discounted  by  the  board, 
having  been  lost  to  the  institution.  I  do  not  know  that  the  treasurer  was 
required  to  give  bonds. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Boughter : 

1  had  no  deposits  of  my  own  in  the  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure. 

1  withdrew  the  deposits  of  an  old  colored  man  who  had  been  in  my  service 
at  the  time  1  heard  of  its  difficulties — -that  part  which  was  overdue — amount¬ 
ing  to  $100,  more  or  less.  A  part  of  it  was  not  due,  and  was  not  drawn.  I 
have  no  recollection  of  withdrawing  any  other  deposits.  1  gave  no  intima¬ 
tion  to  any  of  my  friends  of  the  difficulties  of  the  institution. 

Books  referred  to — by  which  it  appears  that  the  deposit  was  $145 — prin¬ 
cipal,  seven  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  interest,  drawn  May  24,  1855,  hav-  * 
ing  become  due  May  4,  1855,  There  were  thirty  dollars  still  in  when  the 
institution  closed — -deposited  September  7,  1854.  It  was  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  Nathan  Barnes,  (colored  man.)  I  w*as  not  an  original  subscriber  to 
the  stock  of  the  institution.  1  paid  for  the  first  eight  shares  of  my  stock 
twenty  dollars  per  share.  The  balance  of  my  stock  I  received  by  virtue  of 
the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees,  for  which  I  paid,  in  cash,  ninety  dollars. 

As  to  the  modus  operandi  of  getting  the  additional  stock,  I  know  nothing  about 
it.  At  the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  institution  I  was  indebted  to  it  a  little 
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over  $200 ;  on  the  25th  April,  1855,  I  borrowed  the  money.  I  paid  the 
same  principal  and  interest,  July  18th,  1855. 

1  desire  to  correct  a  part  of  my  testimony,  in  which  I  said  that  1  never  wras 
present  when  a  dividend  was  declared.  I  now  recollect  of  having  been  pre¬ 
sent  when  one  dividend  was  declared.  I  do  not  recollect  of  having  been 
present  at  any  other  time. 


July  10,  1858. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Dubbs  re-called : 

In  a  conversation  had  with  Mr.  Boughter,  I  think  on  Saturday  morning 
preceding  the  closing  of  the  institution,  in  reply  to  a  remark  of  mine,  as  to 
what  had  been  the  cause  of  the  failure,  he  said  that  “he  could  not  realize 
the  thing  himself  fairly.”  1  know  that  I  took  the  funds  or  money,  but  I  am 
astonished  at  the  amount  of  deficit.  I  never  could  have  taken  that  much  or 
used  it.”  After  some  other  conversation  he  said  :  “  But  I  don’t  know  the 

amount.  I  kept  no  balance  sheet,  and  cannot,  therefore,  tell  how  much  I  did 
take.”  He  was,  at  that  time,  in  a  great  state  of  trepidation,  ancj,  may  not 
have  known  exactly  what  he  did  say,  or  what  he  was  saying.

Hon.  Emanuel  Schaeffer,  affirmed : 

I  have  been  connected  with  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  since  its  ori¬ 
gin.  I  was  one  of  the  original  corporators  named  in  the  act  of  Assembly, 
and  have  been  a  trustee  up  to  the  time  of  its  failure.  I  was  one  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  subscribers  to  the  stock,  and  paid  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock  sub¬ 
scribed  by  me.  I  generally  attended  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Since  the  decease  of  Judge  Dale,  I  have  been  the  president  of  the  board — 
some  fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  more  or  less.  Paper  shown  to  witness.  These 
are  the  by-laws  of  the  institution,  drawn  up  by  Gen.  George  Ford,  I  think. 
1  know  of  no  other  by-laws.  I  made  a  second  payment  in  June,  1836,  of 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  share,  and  a  third  payment  in  January,  1837, 
of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  share.  Book  shown  to  affirmant.  1  believe 
this  to  be  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  trustees.  On  September  11th,  1837, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed,  viz:  “  That  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
shares  of  this  stock  be  subscribed  for  by  the  stockholders,  on  which  ten  dol¬ 
lars  be  paid.” 

September  18,  1837. — Resolved ,  That  seven  shares  of  stock  be  taken  by 
such  stockholder  holding  twenty  shares,  or  in  proportion  to  the  amount  held 
by  each,  according  to  the  list  exhibited,  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
^  day  of  November. 

November  6,  1837. — A  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  was  declared  for  the  last 
six  months,  and  an  extra  dividend  of  two  and  a-half  per  cent.,  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  added  to  the  salary  of  the  treasurer,  making  it  six  hundred  dollars. 

April  25,  1838. — A  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  was  declared  for  the  last  six 
months,  and  an  extra  dividend  of  two  and  a-half  per  cent. 

May  7,  1840. — Dividend  of  five  per  cent,  declared. 

November  5,  1840. — Dividend  of  five  per  cent,  declared,  and  an  extra  di¬ 
vidend  of  two  and  a-half  per  cent,  declared. 
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December  30,  1841. — Resolved ,  That  no  money  be  hereafter  loaned  on  mort¬ 
gage  or  judgment,  except  at  a  full  board. 

May  5,  1842.-— Dividend  of  three  per  cent,  declared  for  the  last  six  months. 

June  19,  1842.- — Reah  Frazer  engaged  as  attorney,  at  fifty  dollars  per  year. 

September  21,  1841. — E.  Schaeffer  elected  president. 

May  4,  1843.— Dividend  of  two  and  a-half  per  cent,  declared. 

July  6,  1843.- — Committee  appointed  to  settle  and  arrange  the  account  of 
the  treasurer. 

July  20,  1843. — Samuel  E.  Gundaker,  treasurer,  resigned. 

July  24,  1843. — Charles  Boughter  elected  treasurer. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  were  held  weekly,  on  Thursday — seven  trus¬ 
tees — a  majority  of  the  board  constituted  a  quorum. 

The  course  of  business  at  the  board,  was  to  pass  upon  new  notes,  and  the 
continuance  or  renewal  of  old  ones.  It  was  necessary  on  the  discounting  and  ♦ 
renewal  of  notes,  that  the  assent  of  the  whole  board  was  to  be  obtained;  one 
vote  opposed  to  them  would  kill. 

On  one  occasion  Mr.  Eightner  was  authorized  to  purchase  stocks  for  the 
board.  There  never  was  any  authority  given  to  any  other  officer  to  purchase 
stocks.  The  board  never  authorized,  to  my  knowledge,  the  purchase  of 
promissory  notes  or  negotiable  paper,  at  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  one-half 
per  cent,  for  thirty  days. 

Mr.  Boughter  was  the  cause  of  the  failure  of  the  institution,  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  various  stocks,  by  using  the  moneys  of  the  institution,  and  also,  real 
estate  and  building  houses.  The  first  intimation  that  I  had,  that  the  institu¬ 
tion  was  not  all  right,  was  from  Mr.  Lightner  and  Mr.  Gable,  who  had  made 
a  partial  examination  of  books.  This  was  on  the  3d  May,  1855.  Up  to 
this  time,  I  had  the  fullest  confidence  in  Mr.  Boughter.  On  that  day  (May 
3d)  Messrs.  Lightner  and  Gable  were  authorized  to  make  an  investigation. 
There  was,  I  recollect,  an  examination  made  previously,  I  think  some  twelve 
or  fourteen  years  before.  During  my  connection  with  the  institution  I  have 
never  used  any  of  its  moneys,  for  which  I  have  not  fully  settled  and  accounted. 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  of  the  trustees  having  used  any  of  its  moneys 
for  which  they  have  not  fully  accounted.  Mr.  Boughter  gave  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $20,000,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  at  the  time  he 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  sureties  were  ample.  The  bond 
never  was  renewed,  not  even  at  the  re-charter  of  the  institution.  The  bond 
never  was  collected.  No  effort  was  made  to  collect  it.  In  January,  1851,  I 
owned  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  shares  ;  in  July,  1851,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  shares  ;  in  January,  1852,  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  shares ;  in 
July,  1852,  I  owned  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  shares  ;  in  January,  1854, 
sixty-five  shares,  which  amount  I  yet  hold. 

Upon  reflection,  I  do  recollect  that  there  was  a  purchase  of  negotiable  paper 
in  Philadelphia,  by  Mr.  Lightner,  who  can  explain  the  transaction. 

After  my  knowledge  of  the  failing  condition  of  the  institution,  I  did  not 
withdraw  my  deposits,  excepting  in  my  regular  way  of  business.  1  had  a 
balance  of  $200  in  the  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure. 


July  14,  1858. 

Judge  Schaeffer ,  re-called : 

By  the  inventory  of  June  13th,  1855,  the  appraisement  put  upon  the  assets 
of  the  institution  was,  as  I  think,  entirely  too  high,  especially  in  regard  to 
stocks  and  real  estate.  1  have  no  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  available  assets 
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now  belonging  to  the  institution.  The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  trea¬ 
surer  and  assignee  will,  I  presume,  fully  explain  this  question.  I  was  not  in¬ 
debted  to  the  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure,  except  as  endorser  and  as 
an  officer  of  a  church,  in  connection  with  Mr.  Gable,  upon  a  small  note. 

I  have  neither  directly,  nor  indirectly,  purchased  or  been  concerned  or  in¬ 
terested  in  the  purchase  of  any  claims  against  the  institution  for  the  purpose 
of  making  any  profit  or  advantage  thereby.  I  do  not  know  of  any  trustees  of 
this  intitution  that  have  done  so.  I  have  been  asked  to  purchase,  but  have  re¬ 
fused  to  do  so. 

E.  SCHAEFFER. 


John  S.  Gable ,  affirmed: 

I  purchased  my  stock  in  this  institution  soon  after  its  first  organization.  I 
have  been  a  trustee  for  ten  or  twelve  years.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge, 
the  causes  which  led  to  the  failure  of  the  institution,  were,  first,  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  large  sums  of  money  by  the  treasurer  in  the  purchase  of  stocks 
and  real  estate  for  his  own  use.  Secondly,  presenting  weekly  statements 
which  were  incorrect,  with  regard  to  the  true  condition  of  the  institution, 
which  led  to  the  declaring  of  dividends  and  surplus  funds  which  otherwise 
would  not  have  been  declared,  had  the  true  condition  of  it  been  known.  I 
have  never  used  or  appropriated  any  of  the  moneys  of  the  institution  for  which 
1  have  not  fully  accounted  and  paid.  1  know  of  no  trustee  who  has  done  so. 
There  was  no  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution  from  the  time  I  be¬ 
came  a  trustee.  We  were  guided  by  the  treasurer’s  weekly  statement,  in 
which  we  had  full  confidence.  I  had  large  discounts  made  in  the  institution. 
I  did  not  withdraw  my  deposits  when  I  discovered  the  failing  condition  of  it. 
Neither  did  I  induce  any  of  my  friends  to  do  so. 

The  only  business  transactions  I  have  ever  had  with  Charles  Boughter  were 
the  selling  of  a  small  bill  of  lumber  to  him  and  Mr.  Kieffer  conjointly,  and 
the  receipt  of  one  hundred  dollars,  as  a  compensation  for  services  rendered 
him,  whilst  absent,  at  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  as  per  special  agree¬ 
ment  with  him,  which  will  more  fully  appear  by  reference  to  the  testimony  of 
N.  Lightner  and  the  bank  books. 

I  unreservedly  declare  that  I  did  not  receive  any  part  of  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  referred  to  in  the  testimony  of  C.  Boughter,  as  having  been 
equally  divided  among  four  of  the  directors  of  the  Lancaster  Saving  Institu¬ 
tion. 

Whilst  it  is  true  that  Mr.  B.  made  such  a  proposition,  upon  one  occasion, 
to  the  board  then  present,  I  promptly  declined  it,  stating  emphatically,  that 
I  never  had,  nor  did  not  now  (then)  intend  to  receive  any  compensation  for 
any  services  rendered  in  my  connection  as  a  director  of  the  institution,  which 
will  also  appear  fully  by  reference  to  the  testimony  of  Messrs.  Lightner  and 
Kieffer. 

Reference  has  also  been  made  in  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Boughter,  in  regard 
to  the  investment  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  “  Big  Mountain  coal  stock.”  In 
reply  to  this,  I  say  that  I  never  owned,  nor  sold,  a  share  of  coal  stock,  and 
consequently  never  sold  any  to  Mr.  Boughter. 

By  testimony  on  record,  and  the  declaration  of  Mr.  Boughter,  that  all  the 
coal  stocks  he  ever  held  had  been  regularly  transferred  to  the  institution,  and 
by  reference  to  these  assigned  certificates,  it  does  not  appear,  by  any  of  them, 
that  I  ever  transferred  to  Mr.  Boughter  any  such  certificate  of  stock,  which 
also  further  appears  by  reference  to  the  testimony  of  Messrs.  Lightner  and 
Kieffer. 

By  reference  to  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Boughter,  it  would  seem  that  I  was 
indirectly  a  debtor  in  a  very  large  amount  to  the  institution  at  the  time  of  the 
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failure.  This  indebtedness  I  believe  to  have  then  been  $25,000,  upon  which 
very  large  sum  I  might  have  saved  at  least  $10,000,  by  the  purchase  of  certi- 
cates,  and  applying  them  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  ;  but,  acting  as  I  always 
had  done,  in  good  faith,  I  determined  then  not  to  avail  myself  of  any  such 
relief,  but  to  carry  out  my  good  faith  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  depositors,  and 
instead  of  resorting  to  such  means,  whereby  I  could  have  realized  largely,  I 
paid  in  the  spirit  of  fairness  and  equity  to  depositors,  and  in  the  assurance  of 
a  good  conscience,  my  whole  very  large  debt  of  $25,000,  dollar  for  dollar  in 
full,  as  can  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  books,  and  to  A.  E.  Roberts,  acting 
treasurer. 

Upon  the  discovery  of  the  insolvency  of  the  institution,  I  did  not  withdraw 
my  deposits.  On  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  May,  previous  to  the  arrest  of 
Mr.  Boughter,  I  discovered  sufficient  to  justify  me  in  the  belief  that  he  had 
used  some  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  i  called  upon  and  informed  him  , 
of  my  belief,  which,  at  first,  he  evaded,  but  upon  my  insisting  and  impressing 
him  that  such  was  the  fact,  he  admitted  it  to  be  so,  but  said  that  he  did  not 
intend  to  defraud  the  institution,  and  that  the  abstractions  occurred  as  follows: 
First,  that  he  used,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  board  of  directors,  about 
$10,000,  intending  to  replace  it.  This  sum  he  invested  in  some  speculation 
which  resulted  disastrously,  and  was  a  total  loss.  Subsequently  he  made  use 
of  additional  sums,  which  he  also  invested,  hoping  and  intending  to  recover 
the  first  loss,  which  investment  again,  as  the  former,  resulted  in  a  failure.  I 
informed  him  that  discoveries  had  been  made  of  several  .notes  drawn  by  him¬ 
self,  which  had  never  been  before  the  board  for  discount,  which  he  admitted, 
and  said  he  secured  them  by  coal  stocks,  and  that  he  had  abundant  property 
and  means  to  make  the  institution  secure  in  the  full  payment  of  his  indebted¬ 
ness,  and  said  that  different  parties  had  induced  him  into  several  wild  specu¬ 
lations,  upon  their  assurance  that  large  profits  would  be  the  result,  which, 
however,  were  not  realized,  and  the  investments  again  proved  disastrous,  and 
that  those  parties  were  bound  to  give  him  relief,  if  it  became  necessary,  from 
his  present  (then)  position.  I  further  say,  that  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the 
affairs  of  the  institution,  the  assigned  assets  by  Mr.  Boughter  were  very  largely 
deficient  to  meet  his  indebtedness  to  the  institution. 

I  never  authorized  any  person  to  purchase  certificates  of  the  institution,  for 
the  purpose  of  gain  to  themselves,  in  the  way  of  applying  them  to  their  in¬ 
debtedness.  Nor  have  I  any  personal  knowledge  of  any  of  the  directors 
having  done  so.  Neither  have  I,  as  an  individual,  made  one  cent  out  of  any 
certificate  in  the  payment  of  my  indebtedness  to  the  institution  or  otherwise. 
Nor  have  I  any  knowledge  that  Mr.  Kieffer,  or  any  other  director,  promised  to 
pay  the  full  amount  of  certificates  to  any  person  that  signed  the  terms  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution. 

JOHN.  S.  GABLE. 


July  12,  1858. 

Christian  Kieffer ,  affirmed: 

I  have  been  a  trustee  of  the  institution  during  the  whole  term  of  Mr.  Bough- 
ter’s  treasurership — some  twelve  years — and  for  three  or  four  years  previous 
to  it.  During  that  term  Mr.  B.  and  myself  had  dealings  together  in  real  estate 
as  partners,  but  had  none  in  stocks.  I  had  business  with  him  as  a  partner  in 
an  ore  bank  on  the  “  Marietta  pike,”  some  five  miles  from  Lancaster.  Mr. 
W.  Mathiot,  Chas.  Boughter  and  self  bought  it  for  $1,000.  We  paid  for  it  by 
a  joint  note,  discounted  at  the  institution,  and  paid  it  at  maturity.  I  paid  my 
share  in  money  to  Mr.  Boughter,  as  treasurer  of  the  institution. 
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I  was  elected  trustee  in  May,  1837,  and  continued  so  until  the  failure  of  the 

institution.  The  deed  for  the  ore  bank  property  was  dated - .  About 

five  years  ago  I  bought,  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Boughter,  three  full  lots  in 
Duke  street,  for,  I  don’t  recollect  the  amount.  We  bought  them  of  Mr.  Thos. 
Baumgardner  and  David  Longenecker.  We  paid  for  them  by  giving  our  notes 
to  them.  The  note  was  discounted  at  the  institution.  I  paid  my  share  of  it 
in  money  to  Mr.  B.,  as  treasurer.  At  least,  $50,000  of  my  notes  were  left  here 
after  they  were  paid.  We  got  our  titles  at  the  time  the  notes  were  dis¬ 
counted.  Never  bought  any  Farmers’  Bank  stock  with  him,  or  through  his 
agency. 

Gen.  D.  Miller  and  myself  bought  twenty  acres  of  land  in  “Love  lane,” 
from  John  Williams,  about  five  years  ago  ;  Mr.  Miller  and  I  paid  $200  per 
acre,  or  $4,000  for  the  whole  of  it.  At  the  time  Mr.  Boughter  bought  it,  it 
was  worth  $200  an  acre.  1  subscribed  for  $1,000  worth  of  the  stock  in  “  Ful¬ 
ton  Hall,”  which  I  paid  to  Mr.  Boughter  in  cash,  or  as  a  charge  in  my  bank 
book  account. 

I  also  bought,  in  connection  with  Mr.  B.,  town  lots  on  Prince  street,  to  the 
amount  of  $3,000  ;  we  bought  them  from  the  institution  ;  we  agreed  to  pay 
the  mortgage  of  $3,000  for  the  property.  The  mortgage  was  against  Samuel 
Gundaker,  formerly  treasurer  of  the  institution,  and  was  owned  by  the  insti¬ 
tution.  Our  first  improvement  on  them  was  building  two  houses,  costing 
$2,200  each  ;  each  of  us  being  liable  for  one-half.  [  paid  my  half  in  cash,  i.  e. 
the  building.  I  paid  the  money  to  Capt.  Kendrick  and  A.  (J.  Flynn.  1  did 
all  the  work  and  Mr.  Boughter  paid  me  his  half  by  giving  me  credit  on  my 
bank  book  of  the  institution.  After  the  first  two  were  built,  I  sold  out  my 
interest  to  Mr.  B.,  for  I  think  about  $3,000,  which  he  paid  me  by  giving  me 
credit  in  my  bank  book  on  the  institution.  I  agreed  with  Mr.  B.,  to  superin¬ 
tend  the  erection  of  eight  more  houses,  and  to  furnish  whatever  material  I 
had  for  the  purpose,  such  as  brick,  hardware  and  lumber,  &c.  1  furnished, 

according  to  this  contract,  about  $7,000  worth  of  material,  for  which  I  got 
credit  on  my  pass  book  with  the  institution.  I  purchased  materia!  other  than 
that  I  had  on  hand,  for  the  erection  of  these  houses.  I  lost  in  tbe  neighbor^ 
hood  of  $2,000  on  the  contract.  I  knew  that  I  was  losing  money  when  I 
was  going  on  with  it,  but  I  had  no  written  contract  with  him.  There  were 
no  witnesses  present  when  the  contract  was  made,  hi  ever  received  anything 
from  Mr.  B.,  but  a  credit  on  my  bank  book  for  it.  At  the  time  I  received 
those  credits  he  told  me  that  he  deposited  the  money  for  me  in  cash.  He 
told  me  at  the  same  time  that  he  was  a  “  millionaire,”  not  a  big  one,  but  a 
small  one.  I  had  no  other  evidence  of  this  than  his  own  word,  and  I  believed 
him,  having  no  other  evidence  to  the  contrary.  I  went  to  Shamokin  with 
Mr.  B.  at  the  same  time  that  he  bought  stock.  He  had  seven  hundred  shares 
at  that  time.  I  did  not  wonder  at  him  doing  so,  as  he  told  me  he  was  a 
“millionaire.”  I  subscribed  for  three  hundred  shares  at  that  time,  $3,000. 
I  traded  two  hundred  shares  of  it  to  Mr.  Boughter  at  par,  for  lots  on  Duke 
street.  In  paying  my  share  of  the  note,  which  was  discounted  at  the  insti¬ 
tution,  as  before  mentioned,  I  meant  when  I  said  I  paid  cash,  that  I  did  not 
pay  actual  cash,  but  I  paid  to  Mr.  B.,  as  treasurer  of  the  institution,  two  hun¬ 
dred  shares  of  the  Shamokin  coal  stock  that  I  held,  at  $10  per  share,  which 
Mr.  B.  took  in  payment  of  $2,000.  I  was  a  trustee  when  all  these  transac¬ 
tions  took  place.  I  don’t  know  that  I  had  any  money  on  deposit  when  the 
institution  failed. 

I  have  been  with  Mr.  B.  in  Philadelphia,  when  he  said  he  was  down  on 
business  for  the  institution,  but  did  not  know  what  it  was.  I  knew  of  his 
habits  of  dissipation  when  he  was  treasurer,  both  of  wine  and  woman.  I  re¬ 
monstrated  with  him  about  it.  I  informed  my  brethren  of  the  board  of  it. 
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1  knew  of  his  extravagent  mode  of  living  ;  in  purchasing  expensive  furniture, 
silver  plate,  &c.,  &c.  I  did  examine  the  affairs  of  the  institution  about  ten 
years  ago,  to  see  if  it  was  all  right.  I  made  a  pretty  thorough  examination, 
and  found  it  apparently  right,  laying  aside  all  false  statements.  I  did  not 
discover  any  false  statements  at  that  time,  but  considered  it  absolutely  right. 

I  examined  all  the  books.  I  never  examined  anything  but  my  own  account 
since  that  time  ;  1  always  found  it  correct ;  moneys  were  credited  where  they 
should  be.  Once  I  found  my  account  incorrect ;  I  said  something  about  it, 
and  the  other  trustees  took  his  part.  Afterwards,  when  I  examined,  I  found 
about  one  thousand  dollars  wrong,  but  said  nothing  about-  it;  would  rather 
lose  it,  than  make  a  fuss  with  Mr.  Boughter.  The  error  was  a  credit  not 
given. 

1  very  seldom  visited  him  when  he  was  in  prison.  Before  he  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  prison,  he  told  me  that  he  had  stolen  the  money  to  buy  Mariposa  V 
and  Shamokin  stocks.  I  have  no  regular  occupation  ;  am  a  jack  of  all  trades, 
tinker,  miller,  &c.  1  did  not,  when  I  learned  that  the  institution  was  in  a 

failing  condition,  withdraw  my  own  deposits.  I  did  not  notify  my  friends  or 
advise  them  to  do  so.  At  the  request  of  my  grand-children  and  their  mothers, 

I  did  withdraw  the  small  amount  of  their  deposits  they  had  there.  At  the 
time  I  did  withdraw  them,  I  had  no  idea  that  the  institution  was  insolvent.- — 
When  I  made  the  examination  of  the  institution  above  referred  to,  we  spent 
about  three  weeks  at  it.  We  found  the  then  treasurer,  Mr.  Gundaker,  a 
debtor  to  it,  but  he  secured  us  by  a  mortgage  on  his  property.  We  thought 
from  that  examination  that  it  was  thoroughly  solvent. 

A  book  shown  witness,  which  tie  says  is  his  bank  book  with  the  institution. 
Credit  of  December,  1853,  witness  says  is  a  deposit  of  $2,000,  and  was  not 
paid  in  cash,  but  was  a  credit  given  him  by  Mr.  Boughter,  in  part  payment 
of  property  mentioned  in  a  former  part  of  his  testimony.  I  did  examine  the 
deposit  book  to  see  my  account.  I  found  it  once  wrong,  about  $1,000.  Deposit 
of  March  4,  was  one  of  $1,000  ;  credit  for  it  was  given  in  my  bank  book  by 
Mr.  Boughter,  on  account  of  buildings.  Credit  of  May  11,  1854,  in  my  bank 
book,  of  a  cash  deposit,  was  a  credit  given  me  by  the  treasurer  on  the  build¬ 
ing,  as  before  mentioned.  The  error  of  $1,000,  spoken  of  before,  never  was 
corrected.  I  have  frequently  seen  Mr.  B.  intoxicated  w7ith  liquor.  I  never 
arrested  him  for  bad  behavior  whilst  I  was  mayor.  I  never  seen  him  in  any 
situation  in  which  he  ought  to  be  arrested.  1  never  visited  a  bawdy  house 
with  him.  I  have  been  at  Frank’s  brew  house  with  him.  Mr.  John  F.  Long 
frequently  solicited  me  to  buy  coal  stocks.  On  one  occasion  he  said,  “  he 
would  be  damned  if  it  would  not  be  the  best  investment  I  ever  made.”  Mr. 
Long  was  a  member  of  the  church.  Mr.  Long,  at  the  time  he  swore,  said, 

“  Mr.  Kielfer,  did  you  ever  hear  me  swear  before  1”  My  reply  was  “  no,  I 
never  did.”  It  was  that  oath  that  induced  me  to  go  to  Shamokin,  and  I  did 
subscribe  upon  that  and  other  solicitations. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gable : 

At  the  time  of  the  examination  referred  to,  Mr.  Killough  was  appointed  to 
settle  up  the  books  and  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  he  examined  everything 
from  end  to  end.  With  regard  to  the  division  of  the  surplus  of  four  hundred 
dollars  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Boughter,  I  recollect  that  Mr.  Gable  positively  re¬ 
fused  to  take  any  portion  of  it.  He  gave  his  reasons  for  not  taking  it.  He 
said  that  the  trustees  had  never  received  any  compensation,  although  they 
might  be  entitled  to  it,  and  he  declined,  and  said  that  Mr.  Boughter  might, 
some  day,  make  use  of  it,  (the  fact.)  I  agreed  with  Mr.  Gable,  and  declined, 
also,  and  have  no  knowdedge  of  ever  having  received  one  cent  of  it. 
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Mr.  Boughter  told  me  that  the  stock  Mr.  Gable  subscribed  for  in  the  Big 
Mountain  coal  company,  was  foi^him — Boughter. 

C.  KIEFFEK. 


John  F.  Long ,  affirmed : 

In  the  spring  of  1853,  I  took  up  subscriptions  in  this  city,  for  the  Big 
Mountain  coal  company.  I  met  John  F.  Schroder,  and  he  told  me  that  Mr. 
Boughter  wished  to  subscribe  for  some  of  the  stock.  I  then  met  Mr.  B.,  and  he 
subscribed  for  two  hundred  shares.  Mr.  B.,  and  other  gentlemen  went  up  to 
view  the  property,  and  when  there  he  subscribed  for  three  hundred  additional 
shares.  Some  time  after  he  subscribed  for  one  hundred  shares  more.  He 
called  at  my  store,  when  I  was  not  in,  for  the  subscription  book,  to  subscribe 
for  Mr.  Nevin.  When  1  returned  I  went  to  the  institution,  and  he  then  sub¬ 
scribed  for  three  hundred  shares  for  Mr.  Nevin  in  his  own  (Boughter’s)  name. 
Subsequently  he  subscribed,  in  my  store,  for  two  hundred  more.  This  com¬ 
pany  was  composed  of  Bettle  Paul,  president,  John  Black,  vice  president,  H. 
P.  Jenks  and  self ;  the  rest  I  cannot  recollect.  I  have  met  Charles  Trotter, 
John  Newbold  and  A.  T.  Chew,  at  the  board.  Par  value  was  ten  dollars  per 
share.  Mr.  Boughter  paid  a  portion  of  his  subscription  in  cash,  and  gave  his 
notes  for  the  balance.  He  paid  $1,000  or  $2,000  in  cash.  The  notes  for  the 
balance  were  discounted  at  this  institution,  amounting  to  about  from  $2,000 
to  $5,000.  I  don’t  recollect  the  precise  amount.  This  discounting  \vas  done 
in  April,  1853.  I  have  lived  in  Lancaster  all  my  life.  I  was  a  trustee  of  this 
institution  from  its  commencement,  until  May  11,  1843.  I  solicited  Mr. 
Boughter  to  subscribe  for  the  stock.  I  sent  this  money  to  David  Longenecker 
and  B.  C.  Bachman,  for  the  use  of  Wm.  L.  Helfenstein. 


July  13,  1858. 

At  one  time  when  I  called  to  see  Mr.  Boughter,  he  was  sick,  and  I  saw 
him  in  the  back  room.  Bank  book  of  witness  shown.  March  21,  1853,  is 
the  following  entry  :  “  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  in  account  with  John 
F.  Long  for  Big  Mountain  improvement  company.”

1  cannot  recollect  what  my  conversation,  with  Mr.  Boughter  in  the  entry, 
was  about. 

Cross-examined  by  Air.  Lightner : 

I  can’t  say  that  a  knowledge  by  the  board,  that  the  notes  of  Boughter  and 
others  given  for  coal  stocks,  presented  for  discount,  would  have  insured  their 
rejection  or  prevented  them  from  being  discounted.  I  believe  that  those  notes 
were  offered  here  as  all  notes  were  offered.  I  don’t  remember  the  day  of  the 
week  I  left  them  here.  The  other  notes  mentioned  had  not  Mr.  Boughter’s 
name  on  them  when  they  left  my  hands.  He  was  not  a  party  to  them  in  any 
way.  As  a  balance  for  subscription  of  the  Big  Mountain  stock  by  Mr. 
Boughter,  I  received  his  due  bill  for  $5,000, -payable  May  2d,  which  I  left  with 
Mr.  Bachman,  for  account  of  Wm.  L.  Helfenstein,  in  the  Lancaster  Bank. 

Cross-examined  by  Air.  Kieffer : 

It  is  possible  I  might  have  solicited  Mr.  Kieffer  to  go  up  to  Shamokin  and  sub¬ 
scribe  for  the  stock.  He  went  with  me.  We  had  a  pleasant  time  of  it.  We 
had  dinner  and  something  to  drink,  and  a  great  many  subscriptions  were  made, 
nearly  every  gentleman  present  subscribing.  Mr.  Kieffer  subscribed  $3,000 
worth  at  this  time,  and  Mr.  Boughter  subscribed  three  hundred  shares  at  this 
time.  I  solicited  this.  Mr.  Boughter  and  I  had  one  or  two  private  conversations 
in  the  entry  of  the  institution  about  the  Shamokin  coal  stocks.  I  did  not  know 
that  this  was  a  swindle  or  speculation  at  any  time  during  my  connection  with 
it.  I  believe  that  the  stock  was  too  high.  I  was  to  have  the  presidency  of 
the  company  at  $2,500  per  annum,  after  the  stock  was  taken.  There  was  no 
amount  of  stock  to  be  taken  stated.  I  did  not  become  president.  I  was  to 
receive  a  certain  amount  of  stock — forty  per  cent,  on  all  I  sold.  I  received 
my  certificate  of  stock — 1,900  shares.  I  went  up  with  David  Longenecker 
and  W.  L.  Helfenstein  to  Shamokin.  Prior  to  going  up  I  had  but  little  faith 
in  coal  stocks.  At  the  solicitation  of  two  or  three  friends  I  went  up  there. 
After  looking  over  the  property  I  was  very  much  pleased  with  it.  1  told  the 
parties  that  I  should  like  to  have  a  general  interest  in  it  of  from  $5,000  to 
$8,000  ;  they  agreed  to  give  me  that  interest.  On  our  return  to  Philadelphia 
they  told  me  that  there  was  some  objection  to  it.  They  said  that  if  1  would 
take  $3,000  or  $4,000  of  the  stock  I  should  have  the  presidency  of  it,  and  the 
commissions.  1  took  the  stock  and  gave  my  note  payable  at  four  months, 
which  was  discounted  in  the  Northumberland  Bank,  and  which  1  paid  when 
due.  When  the  organization  took  place,  I  think  Messrs.  Longenecker  and 
Baumgardner  requested  me  to  yield  the  presidency  to  Mr.  Black.  1  did  so. 
He,  Mr.  Black,  was  elected  vice  president  j  Bettle  Paul  continued  as  president. 
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In  lieu  of  this,  I  was  to  have  the  presidency  of  some  new  company  to  be 
organized  hereafter.  I  believe,  candidly,  that  some  day  or  other  other  this 
will  prove  one  of  the  most  productive  coal  companies  in  the  United  States. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gable: 

I  may  have  called  on  Mr,  Gable  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  the  Big  Moun¬ 
tain  coal  company,  but  I  have  no  distinct  recollection  of  it.  It  is  likely  that 
I  did,  as  I  called  on  a  number  of  gentlemen  in  Lancaster.  I  was  the  general 
solicitor  for  that  company  here.  When  I  called  on  him  at  first  he  refused.  I 
did  not  try  to  influence  Mr.  Gable’s  clerk  to  induce  him  to  go  into  this  busi¬ 
ness.  I  think  I  did  not.  I  did  receive  telegraphic  despatches,  and  read  them 
to  Mr.  Gable.  I  did  not  come  to  Mr.  Gable’s  shop,  and  send  for  the  despatch 
for  the  purpose  of  entrapping  him  into  the  purchase  of  this  stock.  1  did  be¬ 
lieve,  and  did  say,  that  this  stock  would  be  profitable.  I  did  not  take  any 
names  that  were  not  bona  fide  subscribers,  for  the  purpose  of  entrapping  others 
to  subscribe.  I  did  not  take  the  names  of  J.  and  K.  Long.  David  Longe- 
necker  took  them.  Those  names  were  taken  in  the  same  book  in  which  1 
solicited  the  subscription  of  others.  I  did  not  know  that  those  names  (J.  and 
K.  Long)  were  not  bona  fide  subscribers  $  neither  do  i  know  it  now.  It  I  took 
any  names  that  were  not  bona  Jide  subscribers,  I  did  not  know  it  at  the  time. 

My  recollection  is,  that  Mr.  Boughter  obtained  the  subscription  book  from 
me,  and  that  Mr.  Gable  subscribed  to  him.  I  don’t  think  I  was  present  when 
Mr.  Gable  subscribed.  I  don’t  know  that  Mr.  Gable’s  subscription  was  for 
Mr.  Boughter.  He  never  stated  so  to  me,  but  1  believed  that  it  was  for  him¬ 
self.  He  gave  his  note  for  $500,  and  I  took  $500  worth  of  lumber.  After 
this  subscription,  I  went  to  his  mill  to  select  the  lumber,  and  I  might  have  had 
a  conversation  with  his  clerk,  Mr.  Welchans,  in  relation  to  this  stock.  It 
was  my  topic  of  conversation  at  that  time.  I  don’t  know  that  Mr.  Boughter 
paid  either  the  lumber  bill  or  the  note. 

Cross-examined  by  the  Commission: 

Before  Mr.  Boughter  became  treasurer  of  the  institution,  he  had  failed  in 
the  dry  goods  business.  I  knew  the  fact.  I  did  not  know  at  the  time  of  Mr. 
Boughter’s  subscription  to  this  coal  stock,  that  he  had  no  funds  of  his  own  to 
pay  for  them,  and  that  it  would  have  to  come  from  the  funds  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.  In  confirmation  of  this,  I  wish  to  say  that  he  had  purchased  property 
and  built  houses  thereon,  giving  evidence  that  he  had  means.  Mr.  Boughter 
reported  himself  to  be  a  rich  man.  I  believed  him  to  be  worth  $30,000  or 
$40,000.

Ambrose  M'Co?io?ny,  affirmed: 

1  have  been  connected  with  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  for  about  ten 
years,  commencing  in  the  spring  of  1847,  and  continued  until  April,  1857, 
as  clerk,  teller,  &c.  I  don’t  think  I  can  tell,  from  the  books  of  the  institution, 
what  amount  of  cash  was  received  on  account  of  capital  stock,  during  the 
time  I  was  clerk.  1  don’t  think  that  any  of  the  books  of  the  institution  will 
show  that  any  cash  was  received  on  account  of  capital  stock,  except  the  state¬ 
ment  book  of  Mr.  Boughter. 

Witness  shown  statement  book. 
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This  is  the  book  to  which  I  refer,  entitled  “Statement  of  the  Lancaster  Sav¬ 
ings  Institution.”  June  2,  1847,  the  entry  in  relation  to  capital  stock  is  as 


follows :

There  is  nothing,  in  the  examination  of  the  books,  to  show  that  any  part  of 
this  increase  of  capital  was  paid  in  in  cash. 

In  the  dividend  book,  under  date  of  October  31,  1848,  is  the  following  en¬ 
try :  “We,  the  subscribers,  whose  names  are  hereunto  annexed,  do,  each  of 
ns,  acknowledge  to  have  received  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Lancaster  Savings 
Institution,  nine  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock  held  by  us  or  those  whom  we 
represent,  being  the  twenty-sixth  dividend  declared  by  the  trustees  of  said 
institution,  and  added  to  the  capital  stock.” 

The  minute  book  of  the  trustees,  containing  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
their  regular  and  special  meetings,  shown  to  witness.  “  This  is  it.”  I  find 
no  notice  of  any  further  addition  to  the  capital  stock,  or  payment  made  thereon, 
until  June  23,  1853,  when  I  find  the  following  entry  in  the  said  book: 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  capital  of  the  institution  be  completed  by  the  creation 
of  eight  hundred  shares  of  stock,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  share,  to  be  offered 
to  such  of  the  stockholders  as  may  agree  to  take  the  same.” 

At  the  meeting  of  June  30,  1853,  is  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  vote  of  the  board  be  taken  and  recorded  upon  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  dividing  the  surplus  fund  on  hand,  in  the  shape  of  stock. 

“  Wrhereupon, 

“  The  roll  being  called,  the  vote  stood  as  follows : 

“Yeas — Messrs.  Ford,  Frazer,  Stubbs  and  Schaeffer. 

“  Nays — Messrs.  Gable  and  Lightner.” 

It  was  further 

u  Resolved,  That  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six  shares  of  new  stock,  to 
complete  the  capital,  be  issued,  at  twenty-five  dollars  per  share,  the  surplus 
of  $14,000  on  hands  to  be  first  appropriated,  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  reso¬ 
lution,  to  the  payment  of  said  stock,  and  the  balance  to  be  distributed  by  the 
stockholders,  among  whom  said  new  stock  is  to  be  divided  pro  rata.” 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  on  July  7,  1853,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted,  viz : 

“  Resolved,  That  the  tabular  statement  made  out  by  Mr.  Ford,  showing  the 
distribution  of  the  stock  be  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  filed ;  $25  being  al- 
owed  to  Mr.  Ford  for  tabular  statement. 
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“  Resolved ,  That  the  treasurer  be  directed  to  notify  the  stockholders  that 
the  amount  of  new  stock,  as  per  calculation,  is  ready  to  be  issued  to  them  at 
par,  on  or  before  the  15th  inst. 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  treasurer  report  the  amount  refused,  for  the  next  meet¬ 
ing1  of  the  directors  after  the  15th  inst.” 

1  know  nothing  further  from,  or  upon  any  of  the  books  of  this  institution, 
in  relation  to  the  increase  of,  or  payments  upon  the  capital  stock. 

This  is  the  tabular  statement  referred  to,  endorsed  in  my  handwriting. 
“  Statement  of  the  distribution  of  surplus,  July,  1853,”  a  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  furnished,  marked  “A.”  Lpon  this  tabular  statement  there  appears 
to  be  a  cash  payment  provided  for,  of  $5,400.  1  know  that  some  of  this  was 

paid  in  cash  ;  I  received  some  of  it  myself,  and  saw  Mr.  Boughter  also  re¬ 
ceive  some.  1  have  no  doubt  it  was  paid  as  stated  on  said  statement.  I 
know  of  no  other  payments  of  cash  upon  the  capital  stock.

During  Mr.  Boughter’s  lime,  from  August,  1843,  to  June,  1855,  the  expenses 
of  the  institution,  as  near  as  I  can  ascertain  them  from  the  books,  amounted 
to  $31,852  80.  The  profit  and  loss  account,  as  appears  from  the  books,  from 
the  organization  of  the  institution,  down  to  January  1,  1851,  is  as  follows: 

Balance  in  favor  of  profit,  $82,053  53.  Since  the  above  date  up  to  the 
failure  of  the  institution,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  books,  it  is  as 
follows,  viz : 

(I  have  called  on  Mr.  M’Conomy  to  furnish  what  is  here  needed  to  com¬ 
plete  this  part  of  his  testimony,  but  he  says  it  cannot  be  ascertained.) 

On  the  13th  of  April,  1854,  the  board  of  trustees  passed  the  following  reso¬ 
lution,  as  appears  on  the  minutes: 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  salaries  of  Ambrose  M’Conomy  and  Charles  Brenne- 
man,  be  raised  respectively  to  the  sums  of  $800  and  $600,  to  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  April  last,  payable  quarterly. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  salary  of  the  president  be  $200  per  annum,  com¬ 
mencing  January  1,  1854. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  salary  of  the  solicitor  be  $150  per  annum,  commencing 
January  1,  1854. 

“  Resolved ,  That  Mr.  Helfenstein  be  allowed  $50  for  his  services  to  the  in¬ 
stitution. 

“  Resolved ,  That  in  consideration  of  the  skillful  and  efficient  management 
of  this  institution  by  the  chief  officer,  Mr.  Boughter,  his  salary  be  increased 
to  the  sum  of  $1,500,  to  commence  January  1,  1854.” 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  board,  held  May  22,  1854,  the  following  reso¬ 
lutions  were  adopted : 

“  Resolved ,  That  this  board  cannot  give  their  assent  to  the  acceptance,  by 

Mr.  Boughter,  of  the  office  of  president  of  the - Co.,  tendered 

to  him  by  feaid  company. 

“  Resolved ,  That  in  connection  with  the  above  declaration  on  the  part  of  the 
board,  they  increase  the  salary  of  Mr.  Boughter  $500,  in  consideration  of  hie 
non-acceptance  of  said  office.” 

Mr.  Boughter  kept  his  accounts  here.  Vvrhenever  it  was  overdrawn  to  any 
considerable  amount,  he  would  discount  his  own  note,  and  credit  himself,  to 
make  up  the  overdraft  ;  those  notes  were  not  usually  paid,  but  renewed  at 
maturity.  The  following  notes  were  left  here  by  Charles  Boughter,  in  the  in¬ 
stitution,  at  the  times  of  the  dates  thereof,  and  placed  on  file,  as  usual,  with 
other  like  notes  of  other  persons,  and  the  amounts  of  which  were  credited  to 
him  as  deposits  of  cash.  These  notes  were  used  in  this  way  by  Mr.  Bough¬ 
ter’s  own  direction.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  notes :

All  of  which,  remained  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  institution. 
I  know  of  no  others.  If  he  took  any  other  money  out  of  the  institution,  1 
know  nothing  about  it.  During  his  whole  time,  the  amount,  as  appears  from 
the  books,  as  deposits  from  him,  is  $177,910  99.  The  actual  amount  of  his 
checks  is  $174,662  92.  This  may  be  a  mistake,  as  his  overdrafts  really 
amount  to  $2,287  33.  I  think  that  the  actual  amount  of  cash  deposits  made 
by  Mr.  Boughter,  did  not  reach  a  greater  sum  than  $50,000. 

My  attention  being  called  to  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  September  lb, 
1837,  the  following  resolution  appears  : 

“  Resolved,  That  seven  shares  of  stock  be  taken  by  each  stockholder  holding 
twenty  shares,  or  in  proportion  to  the  amount  held  by  such,  according  to  the 
list  exhibited,  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  October.” 

From  the  list  put  down  at  the  bottom  of  this  resolution,  it  appears  that  there 
was  added,  in  pursuance  thereof,  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  shares  to  the  capi¬ 
tal  stock. 

Our  principal  business  was  in  receiving  deposits  and  paying  interest  thereon. 
We  discounted  paper  with  those  deposits.  We  paid  no  interest  on  transient 
deposits.  About  one-fourth  of  the  deposits  there  was  no  interest  paid  on. — 
The  paper  discounted  was  of  the  best  kind,  and  was  always  paid.  There  was 
no  loss  on  notes  discounted  while  I  was  here.  I  mean  the  paper  regularly  dis¬ 
counted  by  the  board.  Mr.  Boughter  was  in  the  habit  of  discounting  small 
notes  endorsed  by  himself,  and  when  not  paid  at  maturity,  he  would  charge 
them  to  his  own  account. 

In  their  discounting  the  directors  were  very  cautious.  Mr.  Boughter  never 
had  any  authority,  to  my  knowledge,  to  discount  paper  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  board.  I  heard  Mr.  B.  frequently  say,  that  he  had  no  authority  to  dis¬ 
count.  I  never  knew  him  to  say  so  to  a  trustee,  however.  There  were 
printed  rules  put  on  the  counter,  stating  that  no  paper  would  be  discounted 
between  boards.  All  renewals  falling  due  between  boards,  must  be  presented 
for  renewal  on  the  previous  discount  day. 

The  statement  books  presented  to  the  board  were  kept  by  Mr.  Boughter.  1 
never  inspected  those  books,  as  Mr.  B.  kept  them  to  himself ;  never  asked  to 
see  them,  as  I  had  no  curiosity.  When  Mr.  Boughter  was  first  elected  trea¬ 
surer  of  the  institution,  August,  1843,  the  deposits  in  the  institution,  as  ap¬

Amounting  to 
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I  think  that  the  large  increase  of  deposits  and  apparent  prosperity  of  the 
institution,  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  popularity  and  exertions  of  Mr.  Bough- 
ter,  the  treasurer.  He  was  known  to  almost  every  body  in  the  county. 

Mr.  Bo ughter’s  account  on  the  books,  commences  January  29,  1853.  I 
know  of  no  transactions  of  his,  with  the  institution,  previous  to  that  date, 
except  the  receipt  of  his  salary  and  a  stock  note  of  $600,  which  was  never 
paid.  I  had  no  suspicions  of  his  defalcation. 

When  he  left  home  he  gave  us  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand,  and  we  would 
balance  the  accounts  every  day  from  that,  up  to  the  time  of  his  return,  when 
he  again  attended  to  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Light ner  : 

The  notes  of  C.  Boughter  to  John  F.  Long,  which  are  entered  in  Mr.  Long’s 
book,  do  not  appear  in  the  offering  books  of  the  institution,  and  were  never 
laid  before  the  board  for  discount. 

AMBROSE  M’CONOMY. 

C.  Hager ,  sworn  : 

I  had  no  connection  with  Mr.  Boughter  in  building  in  town.  1  was  the 
first  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  “  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,”  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  May  9,  1836.  1  had  no  official  connection  with  the  institution  since 

I  resigned.  I  cannot  tell  the  causes  which  led  to  its  failure.  I  was  much 
surprised  when  1  heard  of  it.  They  kept  their  account  in  the  Farmers’  Bank 
of  Lancaster,  of  which  I  am  president.  It  had  an  excellent  account  until 
within  about  the  last  two  years  prior  to  its  failure,  from  which  time  it  was 
not  so  good.  We  judged  that  it  was  owing  to  the  number  of  private  banks 
which  had  sprung  up  in  the  community— thus  dividing  the  business.  I  was 
acquainted  with  Mr.  Boughter.  He  had  lived  with  me  four  or  five  years 
prior  to  his  becoming  treasurer.  He  was  a  merchant,  previously,  and  had 
failed  in  that  business.  Soon  after  his  failure  he  became  treasurer.  He  had 
no  property.  I  did  not  assist  with  my  influence,  in  his  becoming  treasurer. 

I  sold  him  the  tavern  property  in  1854.  He  paid  me,  I  think,  by  a  check 
on  the  institution  for  $7,000.  I  made  the  deed  to  Charles  Boughter.  I  was 
under  the  impression  that  he  bought  it  for  the  institution.  I  think  it  was 
generally  known  that  Mr.  R.  bought  the  property.  I  built  “Fulton  Hall” 
myself.  A  year  after,  I  divided  it  into  stock.  Divided  it  into  twenty-two  or 
twenty -three  shares  at  $1,000  each.  Mr.  B.  took  one  share,  not  at  my  solici¬ 
tation  however.  He  gave  me  a  check  on  the  institution  for  it.  The  stock¬ 
holders  then  improved  the  property  about  $400  a  share.  Mr.  Boughter  led 
me  to  believe  that  he  was  worth  $25,000.  Mr.  J.  F.  Long  solicited  my  sub¬ 
scription  to  Big  Mountain  coal  company. 


July  14,  1858. 

Mr.  Hager  appears,  and  wishes  to  make  the  following  statement :  In  my 
statement  about  the  diminution  of  the  business  of  the  institution,  I  said  that 
it  was  brought  about  by  the  competition  of  private  bankers.  On  reference  to 
the  books  of  the  Farmers’  Bank  of  Lancaster,  I  find  that  it  was  the  Inland  in¬ 
surance  company  of  this  city,  and  not  a  private  banking  house,  which  had  de¬ 
posited  from  August  3,  1854,  to  June  4,  1855,  $235,511,  and  the  deposits  of 
the  Savings  Institution  in  the  same  period  had  diminished  $265,928.  From 
August  3,  1853,  to  June  4,  1854,  the  deposits  of  the  institution,  including 
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$41,569  of  discounts,  amounted  to  $1,345,631,  and  from  August  3,  1854,  to 
June  4,  1855,  including  $48,598  of  discounts,  amounted  to  only  $1,079,703, 
showing  a  diminution  of  the  preceding  year  of  $265,928. 

C.  HAGER. 


Seymour  Preston ,  affirmed: 

1  was  a  depositor  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  at  the  time  of  its 
failure  to  the  amount  of  $175.  My  deposits  in  all,  amounted  to  $400,  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  books.  I  put  this  money  in  at  different  times,  under  the  promise 
of  Mr.  Boughter,  that  I  could  draw  it  out  at  any  time,  receiving  five  per  cent, 
interest,  or  1  could  have  my  certificates  consolidated  either  way.  About  May 
1,  1855,  I  wished  to  draw  it  out,  because  1  could  get  a  larger  interest.  I  was 
refused,  because  it  was  not  all  due  at  that  time  ;  as  I  found  I  could  not  get  the 
whole  amount,  1  drew  out  about  $200  and  left  $175  in;  drew  it  out  May 
12,  1855.  The  institution  failed  on  the  6th  June,  1855.  After  its  failure,  at 
the  first  meeting  I  refused  to  sign  off.  I  think  I  signed  at  the  fourth  meeting, 
agreeing  to  take  the  70  per  cent,  offered. 

I  was  the  secretary  at  that  meeting.  I  advocated  the  signing  off  and  ob¬ 
tained  some  signatures  to  the  agreement  by  my  exertions.  As  soon  as  the 
institution  opened  again,  Mr.  A.  E.  Roberts  was  elected  treasurer.  I  brought 
my  old  certificates  and  had  them  exchanged  for  new  ones,  agreeably  to  the 
understanding.  Those  certificates  were  issued  for  70  per  cent.,  and  also  a 
sinking  fund  certificate  for  30  per  cent,  additional,  in  case  the  funds  should 
hold  out  to  pay  it.  The  statement  to  us  was,  that  there  was  72£  per  cent,  in 
the  institution  at  the  time ;  the  other  2£  per  cent,  to  go  into  the  30  per  cent. 

In  the  meeting  of  the  depositors  it  was  stated  by  the  trustees,  that  we  were 
sure  of  the  70  per  cent,  and  a  strong  probability  of  the  other  30  per  cent. 
After  it  started,  I  had  no  reason  to  suspect  any  decrease  of  the  assets  until  I 
heard  that  those  depositors  who  had  not  signed  the  agreement,  were  receiving 
their  whole  amount.  I  doubted  it  at  first,  until  1  ascertained  from  some  of 
them  that  they  had  received  the  whole  amount.  Some  received  80,  some  90, 
and  some  100  per  cent.,  without  interest.  This  I  knew  was  contrary  to  the 
bargain  that  they  had  made  with  us,  which  was  that  they  would  not  settle 
with  any  on  more  favorable  terms  than  with  all.  1  also  ascertained  that  they 
had  not  put  in  their  $50,000  stock,  as  they  promised.  I  then  became  uneasy, 
and  thought  of  prosecuting  the  institution,  but  as  there  were  other  suits  pend¬ 
ing  against  the  institution  at  the  time,  I  awaited  the  result  of  those  proceedings, 
but  those  suits  were  brought  by  those  that  had  signed  off.  JOne  of  these  suits 
was  settled,  as  I  was  informed  by  the  man  himself,  ( Henry  Glessner.)  at  $75 
for  the  $100. 

The  others,  as  far  as  I  know,  were  prosecuted,  and  judgment  obtained  for 
the  full  amount  claimed.  Another  gentlemen  told  me — Dr.  Henry  Carpenter — 
he  had  received  all  of  his  principal  and  interest.  He  had  also  signed  off  when 
1  did.  He  was  president  to  the  meeting  to  which  I  was  secretary.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  by  endorsing  a  note  for  another  man,  and  that  note  being  protested, 
he  paid  the  whole  note  with  his  certificate  of  deposit,  counting  principal  and 
>  interest.  The  drawer  of  the  note  afterwards  paid  Dr.  Carpenter  the  whole 
amount  of  the  note. 

Mr.  Dellinger,  a  trustee  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  told  me  that  he  had  received 
all  their  claim.  I  waited  until  the  result  of  those  suits  that  were  brought 
against  the  institution.  While  those  suits  were  pending,  the  institution  made 
an  assignment,  and  I,  of  course,  could  bring  no  further  action  against  it.  I 
think  it  was  the  president  of  the  Sun  engine  company  told  me  that  he  had 
received  sixty-nine  per  cent.,  or  less  than  seventy.  1  think  now  it  was  sixty 
per  cent.  I  had  been  offered  myself,  previous  to  the  assignment,  $100  for  my 
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$175,  by  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Roberts.  After  the  last  assignment  in  May,  I  was 
offered  $120  for  it  by  Mr.  Roberts.  This  was  for  another  man,  Mr.  R.  going 
security  on  my  note  for  $120.  This  I  refused,  it  being  about  five  dollars  less 
than  my  seventy  per  cent.  I  received  four  dollars  and  ninety  cents,  the  first 
year’s  interest  on  my  certificate,  for  seventy  per  cent.  My  certificate  was 
dated  July  1,  1855,  and  wfas  due  July  1,  1858.  1  never  presented  it  for  pay¬ 

ment. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr,  Lightner : 

1  received  from  Mr.  Bought er  five  per  cent.  I  made  this  bargain  with  him 
when  1  deposited  the  money,  and  did  not  know  that  there  was  any  rule  of  the 
board  or  institution  that  prohibited  it.  I  know  another  who  received  five  per 
cent.,  and  withdrew  his  money  when  he  desired  to  do  so.  Mr.  Brenneman,  a 
clerk  in  the  institution,  told  me  that  the  rates  of  interest  were  four  per  cent, 
for  three  months,  four  and  a  half  for  six  months,  and  five  per  cent,  for 
one  year.  I  deposited  money  here  with  the  understanding  with  Mr.  Boughter 
that  I  might  draw  it  out  at  my  will  and  pleasure.  I  never  had  any  conversa¬ 
tion  with  any  of  the  directors  on  the  subject,  previous  to  the  first  assignment. 

Cross-examined  by  the  Commission  : 

I  asked  Mr.  Levi  Roberts,  the  acting  treasurer,  if  the  depositors  who  had 
not  signed  off  were  being  paid  in  full.  He  said  that  they  had  been  paying 
them  off  in  full,  until  they  were  nearly  all  paid  off.  He  added,  that  this  was 
contrary  to  his  advice,  and  his  opinion  of  what  was  right. 

These  were  not  judgment  creditors.  Printed  proceedings  of  several  meet¬ 
ings  shown  to  Mr.  Preston,  and  says:— u  I  was  present  at  all  these  meetings, 
viz:  June  13th,  June  16th,  July  16th  and  August  17th,  1855,  and  identify 
these  copies  from  the  newspapers  as  being  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings 
referred  to.  I  also  identify  the  report  of  June  16,  1855,  among  these  pro¬ 
ceedings,  together  with  the  notice  of  the  president  calling  the  meeting  of  the 
17th  of  August,  as  being  also  part  of  the  published  proceedings  in  relation  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution.”  These  extracts  from  the 
newspapers,  attached  together,  marked  A,  B,  (J,  D  and  E,  and  labelled  with 
my  name,  are  herewith  handed  over.

LANCASTER  SAVINGS  INSTITUTION. 

Agreeably  to  the  public  notice  given,  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and 
depositors  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  assembled  at  Fulton  Hall,  on 
Wednesday  last,  and  organized  by  appointing  George  \V\  Hamersly,  president, 
and  Thomas  C.  Collins  and  Joseph  S.  Le fever,  vice  presidents ;  Dr.  Henry 
Carpenter  and  Jacob  B.  Tschudy,  secretaries. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  institution  was  presented  and  read  ;  when  4. 
Judge  Hayes  moved,  some  amendments  3  but  the  crowd  being  so  great  as  to 
render  it  impossible  to  transact  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  court 
house,  where  the  consideration  of  the  report  was  resumed,  and  after  some 
amendments  offered  by  Judge  Hayes,  who  thought  it  best  for  the  depositors 
as  well  as  stockholders,  to  look  at  the  facts  and  adopt  such  a  course  as  would 
be  best  for  the  interest  of  all.  Such  he  conceived  to  be  the  course  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  trustees- — -a  course  that  would  sustain  the  institution,  and 
eventually  pay  the  depositors.  The  report  was  adopted  with  only  two  or 
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three  dissenting  voices.  The  notice  was  given  that  the  banking  house  of  the 
institution  would  be  opened  at  half-past  one  o’clock,  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  signatures  of  the  stockholders  and  depositors  who  would  enter 
into  the  arrangement  recommended. 

Mr.  John  Kahle  offered  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  nine  depositors  be  now  appointed,  who  shall 
call  upon  Charles  Boughter,  and  request  him,  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  de¬ 
positors,  to  state  under  oath,  from  whom  he  purchased  his  real  estate  or  stocks, 
and  whether  any  of  the  directors  or  others  were  concerned  with  him  in  the 
purchase.  Said  committee  to  report  to  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  deposi¬ 
tors  on  next  Saturday  afternoon  at  the  court  house. 

Mr.  Dickey  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  to  the  foregoing : 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  depositors  be  appointed  to  make  a  gen¬ 
eral  examination  of  the  books  and  assets  of  the  Savings  Institution,  together 
with  the  causes  of  the  defalcation  of  Charles  Boughter,  and  all  matters  con¬ 
nected  therewith,  and  report  to  an  adjourned  meeting. 

The  above  was  not  agreed  to.  The  original  resolution  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  following  named  committee  were  then  appointed  by  the  chairman: — 
John  Kahle,  James  L.  .Reynolds,  A.  Herr  Smith,  Daniel  Hamaker,  David  Bru¬ 
baker,  W  m.  Whiteside,  E.  C.  Darlington,  James  Long  and  John  Stauffer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

On  the  doors  of  the  institution  being  opened  in  the  afternoon,  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  people  gathered  around  it,  and  the  books  opened  for  the  signatures  of 
the  depositors  who  agree  to  accept  of  the  terms  proposed  by  the  trustees,  was 
presented  and  received  a  long  list  of  names.  The  indications  are  that  the 
arrangement  will  be  accepted  by  all,  and  the  institution  soon  opened  again  for 
the  transaction  of  its  legitimate  business. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  trustees,  as  amended  and  agreed  upon  by 
them,  and  accepted  by  the  meeting.

The 
above  amount  of  liabilities  cannot,  by  any  possibility  that  we  perceive,  be 
increased  beyond  the  figures  set  down  ;  and  the  assets  have  been  carefully 
estimated  at  their  supposed  present  marketable  cash  value— the  list  being  ex¬ 
clusive  of  certain  coal  company,  and  other  stocks  handed  over  by  Mr.  Bough- 
ter,  and  in  the  purchase  of  which  large  amounts  of  money  have  been  expended, 
but  upon  which  stocks  we  can  place  no  estimated  value. 

The  case  now  presents  this  alternative  :  Shall  this  institution  cease  to  do 
business  as  such,  and  pass  into  the  hands  of  assignees,  for  the  purpose 
of  winding  up  its  affairs,  with  all  the  consequences  of  certain  loss  and 
oppression  to  and  upon  creditors  and  debtors  inevitably  following  in  the  wake 
of  such  a  course  of  proceeding  1  Or  shall  it  be  revived,  and  again  put  in 
operation  upon  a  sound  basis,  with  the  prospect  of  usefulness  to  the  public, 
and  not  without  the  hope  of  returning  at  least  in  part  what  may  have  already 
been  lost  % 

To  meet  this,  we  can  devise  no  plan  which  does  not  at  once  adopt  the 
principle  of  a  reduction  of  the  liabilities,  equalizing  them  with  the  aggregate 
of  estimated  assets ;  in  other  words,  relinquishing  say  thirty  per  cent,  of  the 
amount. 

We,  therefore,  propose  to  special  depositors,  to  renew  their  certificates  at 
seventy  per  cent,  of  the  principal  at  one  year,  bearing  interest  at  four  per 
cent,  from  July  1st,  next,  and  to  be  renewed  from  year  to  year,  for  three 
years  ,  and  to  transient  depositors  we  propose  to  pay  at  the  same  rate  in  cash, 
in  three  equal  monthly  payments. 

As  security  for  the  future  safety  of  the  deposits  thus  arranged,  it  is  designed 
to  ask  the  stockholders  to  refill  their  stock,  and  thus  renew  the  capital, 
amounting  to  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This  being  done,  the  statement  would 


stand  thus :

Should  this  general  idea  be  approved  by  the  parties  interested,  we  add  the 
following  conditions  as  part  of  the  proposed  arrangement : 

All  profits,  from  whatever  source  derived,  after  payment  of  interest  due 
depositors,  expenses,  and  a  dividend  upon  stock  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
or  three  per  cent,  semi-annual,  shall  be  set  a  part  for  three  successive  years 
for  the  benefit  of  all  special  depositors  who  may  relinquish  the  thirty  per 
cent,  as  above  stated,  including  the  stocks  and  all  other  assets  not  estimated 
in  the  above  statement. 

All  special  depositors  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  thirty-three  and  a 
third  (33|)  per  cent,  out  of  his  or  her  deposit  annually,  having  given  sixty 
days’  previous  notice  of  such  intention,  and  thereby  relinquishing  all  benefit 
in  the  fund  above  named,  which  shall  be  held  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such 
only  as  shall  renew  their  deposits  entire  from  year  to  year,  during  the  term 
specified,  that  it  is  to  say  to  July  1,  1858. 

Such  is  the  plan  we  have  to  submit,  and  we  present  it  as  feasible,  protec¬ 
tive  of  the  interests  of  all  concerned,  and  as  the  only  mode  we  can  devise  to 
avoid  the  sacrifices  and  losses  that  must  inevitably  attend  an  assignment.  To 
carry  this  arrangement  into  effect,  should  it  be  approved  by  the  meeting,  will 
require  time,  and  in  the  event  of  its  being  so  approved,  we  propose  at  once, 
to  open  the  banking  house,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  names  of  deposi¬ 
tors  assenting  5  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  the  same  should  be 
agreed  to  by  a  sufficient  number  to  indicate  a  general  acquiescence,  the  ordi¬ 
nary  business  of  the  bank  will  then  be  resumed.  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
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sufficient  number  should  not  have  given  their  assent  at  the  expiration  of  the 
said  period  of  thirty  days,  or  the  capital  stock  shall  not  have  been  fully  sub¬ 
scribed  and  paid  in  or  secured,  in  either  event  the  directors  will  take  such 
action  in  the  premises  as  under  the  advice  of  counsel,  will  meet  the  emer¬ 
gency. 

One  word  personal  to  ourselves.  We  abstain  from  all  remarks  upon  the 
subject  of  this  lamentable  defalcation,  and  from  explanation  of  the  causes 
which  produced  it.  The  books  and  records  of  the  institution  are  open  to  the 
inspection  and  examination  of  any  committee  that  may  be  properly  raised 
for  that  purpose ;  and  before  such  committee  we  hold  ourselves  ready  to  ap¬ 
pear,  to  answer,  under  oath  or  otherwise,  any  interrogatories  that  may  be  put 
to  us,  collectively  and  individually,  touching  any  and  all  of  our  acts,  as  direc¬ 
tors  and  customers  of  the  institution,  from  the  first  day  we  assumed  the  trust 
\  to  the  present  hour.

To  the  Depositors  and  Stockholders  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution : 

Events  which  have  occurred  since  your  meeting  and  our  statement  of  the 
13th  inst.,  render  it  necessary  that  we  should  again  address  you. 

The  statement,  and  the  accompanying  proposition,  contemplated  entire  equal¬ 
ity  in  the  distribution  of  the  assets  of  the  institution  to  all  of  the  depositors. 
In  order  to  ensure  seventy  per  cent.,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent,  per  annum 
on  the  whole  indebtedness  of  the  institution,  the  stockholders  pledged  them¬ 
selves  to  add  $50,000  to  the  assets,  provided  all  the  depositors  accepted  the 
proposition,  so  as  to  allow  the  institution  to  proceed  with  its  business.  To 
enable  the  institution  to  comply  with  the  proposition,  and  fulfil  the  just  expec¬ 
tation  of  all  the  depositors,  it  was  necessary  that  it  should  have  the  control 
of  all  the  assets  for  equal  distribution  to  all  the  depositors.  The  bulk  of  those 
assets  consisted  in  debts  due  to  the  institution  by  its  borrowers.  Of  the 
$395,962  84  of  estimated  assets,  $250,080  52  were  in  bills  receivable. 

Since  the  meeting  above  referred  to,  many  of  the  depositors,  instead  of 
agreeing  to  the  proposition  then  made,  and  thus  leaving  to  all  seventy  per 
cent.,  have  sold,  and  are  selling  their  certificates,  some  at  fifty  per  cent.,  to 
the  debtors  of  the  institution.  The  purchasers  will  pay  their  debts  with  the 
certificates  at  par  ;  thus  receiving  for  the  assigned  certificates  payment  in  full, 
and  depriving  those  who  still  continue  to  hold  theirs  of  their  just  proportion* 
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of  the  assets.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  sacrifices  made  by  the  sellers 
inures  to  the  benefit  of  the  debtors  of  the  institution  alone,  and  works  an  in¬ 
jury  to  the  other  depositors,  while  it  is  unprofitable  to  the  sellers.  We  have 
deemed  it  our  duty  to  arrest  this  proceeding. 

Candor  requires  us  to  make  this  further  statement.  About  the  4th  or  5th 
day  of  May,  some  of  the  trustees  came  to  suspect  a  deficiency  in  the  accounts 
of  the  treasurer.  While  their  suspicion  was  founded  only  on  conjecture,  they 
set  about  an  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  required  Mr. 
Boughter  to  interfere  no  further  in  its  management.  As  he  assured  them  that 
the  investigation  would  result  in  establishing  the  entire  accuracy  of  the  ac¬ 
counts  and  solvency  of  the  institution,  they  did  not  deem  it  proper  to  close 
the  business,  and  thus  forfeit  the  charter  5  and  they  permitted  the  business  to 
proceed,  until  they  were  convinced  that  not  only  was  the  stock  all  sunk,  but 
considerable  inroad  made  upon  the  deposits.  The  deposits  made  after  the  4th 
of  May,  we  think,  should  be  fully  paid.  They  stand  on  a  different  footing 
from  those  which  were  made  before  any  suspicions  were  aroused.  We  have, 
therefore,  directed  a  judgment  to  be  given  against  the  institution,  to  Daniel 
Harman  and  George  M.  Steinman,  in  trust  for  themselves  and  the  other  de¬ 
positors,  since  the  4th  of  May  last,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $75,000 — a  sum  more 
than  sufficient  to  cover  all  such  claims.  Renewals  made  after  that  date  are 
placed  on  the  same  footing  as  transient  deposits,  as  every  renewal,  in  effect, 
involves  a  payment  and  new  deposit. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  further  and  total  absorption  of  the  bills  receivable, 
by  the  further  purchase  of  certificates  by  the  debtors  of  the  institution,,  we 
have  made  a  general  assignment  of  all  the  property  of  the  institution  to  Amos 
IS.  Henderson  and  Luther  Richards,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors.  The 
assignment  will  not  be  recorded  until  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  allowed 
by  the  resolution  of  the  13th  inst.,  for  depositors  to  sign  the  agreement  re¬ 
ferred  to  ;  and  if  all  the  depositors  shall  sign  within  that  time,  so  as  to  enable 
the  institution  to  resume  business,  the  deed  of  assignment  will  not  be  recorded, 
but  will  become  null  and  void,  and  the  stockholders  will  pay  in  the  $50,000 
provided  for  in  our  proposition. 

As  the  judgment  given  to  depositors  since  the  4th  of  May  will  subtract 
from  the  assets  thirty  per  cent,  of  their  claims,  which,  by  the  statement  of 
the  13th,  the  other  depositors  had  a  right  to  expect,  would  go  towards  paying 
their  seventy  per  cent.,  we  hold  ourselves  bound,  in  fairness  to  make  good 
such  sum,  if  a  sufficient  number  should  sign  to  authorize  the  resumption  of 
business  by  the  institution. 

We  therefore  hereby  agree,  each  and  every  one  of  us,  to  be  personally  bound 
to  pay  into  the  institution  any  excess  above  seventy  percent,  of  their  claims, 
which  may  be  appropriated  out  of  the  funds  of  the  institution  to  the  judgment 
given  to  Daniel  Harman  and  G.  M.  Steinman,  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  provided 
such  sum  be  necessary  to  give  to  each  depositor  the  sum  of  seventy  per  cent* 
on  his  claims,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent,  from  1st  duly,  1855,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose ;  and  provided  that  the  deposi¬ 
tors  sign  the  agreement  of  the  13th,  so  as  to  enable  the  institution  to  resume 
business. 

It  may  be  satisfactory  to  have  a  fuller  statement  of  the  assets,  on  which 
no  estimated  value  was  placed  in  our  statement  of  the  13th. 

We  do  not  pretend  to  know  what  was  the  actual  cost  or  what  is  the  real 
value  of  these  assets,  as  they  were  not  purchased  by  or  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  institution  originally ;  but  have  been  transferred  to  it  by  Mr.  Boughter 
since  his  defalcation  was  discovered.  Then,  for  the  first  time,  their  existence 
became  known  to  us.  That  they  cost  a  very  large  sum  is  certain.  That  they 
may  eventually  yield  considerable  to  the  depositors,  unless  prematurely  forced 
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into  market  by  the  assignment,  is  probable.  What  that  may  be  we  leave  to 
your  judgment.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  additional  assets  at  their  par 
value :

SAVINGS  INSTITUTION  MEETING. 

Pursuant  to  notice  another  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  depositors  of 
the  Savings  Institution  was  held  at  Fulton  Hall  on  Saturday  afternoon.  The 
weather  was  excessively  hot,  and  the  attendance  was  hardly  as  large  as  on 
the  former  occasions.  Still  quite  a  number  both  from  town  and  country  were 
present,  including  several  ladies.  J.  B.  Tschudy,  Esq.,  of  Litiz,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  chairman,  and  G.  W.  Hamersly  and  E.  C.  Darlington,  secretaries. 

It  was  reported  that  seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine  depositors  had  signed 
their  acceptance  of  the  propositions  heretofore  made  by  the  trustees. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Kieffer,  Mr.  Mathias  Zahm  was  invited  to  address  the 
meeting  in  German,  which  he  did  at  some  length,  and  afterwards  repeated  it 
in  English,  to  the  effect,  that  according  to  the  best  opinions,  the  only  way  the 
depositors  could  get  their  money  back,  was  by  signing  off,  on  the  terms  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  trustees.  He  thought  those  who  would  leave  their  deposits  the 
whole  three  years,  as  proposed,  would  get  the  whole  amount ;  but  if  the  insti¬ 
tution  went  into  the  hands  of  the  assignees  they  would  not  realize  fifty  cents 
in  the  dollar. 

Mr.  Hood  said,  there  has  been  something  said  here  to-day,  by  one  of  the 
speakers,  which  almost  makes  me  doubt  whether  I  understood  the  proposition 
made  by  the  directors.  He  spoke  of  the  profits  arising  from  thirty  per  cent, 
being  set  apart  as  a  fund  out  of  which  to  pay  depositors  in  full.  This  I  do 
not  understand.  I  understand  the  proposals  of  the  directors  to  be  this  :  all 
the  depositors  who  permit  their  funds  to  remain  in  the  institution  for  three  ^ 
years  are  to  receive  seventy  per  cent,  of  their  deposits,  with  four  per  cent, 
per  annum  interest,  at  any  rate  ;  all  the  profits  made  by  the  bank  in  the  three 
years,  over  and  above  six  per  cent,  interest  on  $50,000,  (the  new  stock  to  be 
paid  in,)  together  with  all  the  sums  which  may  be  realized  from  stocks,  &c., 
not  enumerated  in  the  published  calculation  of  the  assets,  are  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  depositors  in  full.  Am  I  correct  in  this  view  1 

Mr.  C.  Kieffer.  That  is  the  proposition  exactly. 

Col.  Frazer.  Yes,  that’s  it. 

Mr.  Hood.  Then  nothing  further  need  be  said  by  me  at  present.  Every 
one  who  can  afford  to  wait  for  their  money  three  years,  can  easily  determine 
for  themselves  whether  it  is  best  to  wait  that  time  and  get  their  money,  or 
take  their  chance  of  getting  next  to  nothing  by  pursuing  an  opposite  course. 

Col.  Frazer  stated  that  it  was  the  determination  of  the  trustees,  if  allowed 
to  go  on,  to  sell  their  banking  house,  and  reduce  their  expenses  ;  and  as  there 
were  $200,000  of  stocks  held  by  the  institution,  which  were  not  taken  into 
account  in  the  estimate  of  seventy  per  cent.,  he  felt  confident  that  those  who 
permitted  their  money  to  remain  the  three  years  would  get  the  full  amount  of 
their  claims. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Dougherty,  the  trustees  declared  they 
could  not  resume  unless  all  the  depositors  accepted  the  proffered  terms. 

Judge  Hayes  urged  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition  of  the  trustees.  If 
the  proposed  arrangement  was  defeated,  the  fees  of  assignees,  auditors,  coun¬ 
sel,  &c.,  would  swallow  up  a  large  amount  of  the  assets,  and  the  depositors 
would  not  be  likely  to  receive  one-half  of  the  seventy  per  cent,  which  would 
otherwise  be  secured  to  them. 

Mr.  James  Collins,  of  Colerain  township,  after  stating  that  nearly  all  he 
Bad  in  the  world  was  deposited  in  the  institution,  strongly  urged  upon  all 
who  had  not  already  done  so  to  come  forward  and  accept  the  proposition  of 
the  trustees.  He  suggested  that  committees  be  appointed  to  wait  on  such  as 
had  not  signed,  and  urge  them  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Habaker  also  favored  the  appointment  of  such  committees;  whereupon 
the  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  Mr.  John  S.  Gable  : 

Resolved ,  By  the  depositors  and  creditors  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institu¬ 
tion,  at  this  meeting  now  held  on  the  30th  June,  1855,  that  they  concur  in  the 
proposition  of  the  trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  resume  busi¬ 
ness,  and  fully  approve  of  the  same.  Also,  that  they  recommend  to  every 
depositor  of  said  institution  to  sign  without  delay  the  terms  of  compromise, 
and  thus  save  the  numerous  creditors  from  heavy  losses,  the  institution  from 
bankruptcy,  and  hundreds  of  laboring  poor  from  losses  and  destitution. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  two,  from  each  ward  in  the  city  and  from 
each  township  in  the  county,  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  solicit  depositors 
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r*nd  wait  on  the  same  to  sign  the  terms  of  compromise,  and  that  said  com* 
mittee  report  to  the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
stockholders  at  a  future  day,  and  submit  the  result  of  their  labors  to  it. 

Dr.  Cassidy  wished  to  know  whether  the  coal  and  other  stocks  made  over 
to  the  institution  by  .Mr.  Boughter,  had  been  paid  for  in  full,  or  whether  there 
was  yet  some  ten  or  twenty  dollars  a  share  to  be  paid  on  them  before  they 
would  properly  belong  to  the  institution.  He  also  wished  to  know  what  secu¬ 
rity  we  have  that  the  proposition  of  the  trustees  will  be  carried  into  effect. 

Thos.  E.  Franklin,  Esq.,  gave  his  opinion  that  the  trustees  having  made 
the  proposition  over  their  individual  signatures,  would  be  personally  liable  for 
all  they  had  proposed  to  do  ;  but  unless  all  the  depositors  signed,  neither  the 
trustees  nor  such  depositors  as  had  signed,  would  be  bound  by  the  uncom¬ 
pleted  arrangements.  In  regard  to  the  idea  which  had  been  thrown  out  that 
)  the  trustees  were  now  individually  liable  for  the  deposits,  he  said  no  lawyer 
that  he  had  seen  or  heard  from  had  the  remotest  idea  that  they  could  be  held 
thus  liable. 

Mr.  Dougherty  inquired  how  it  was  that  in  all  the  statements  of  the  assets, 
no  account  was  taken  of  the  security  of  Mr.  Boughter. 

The  resolutions  were  then  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Michael  M’Grann  stated  that  he  had  heretofore  held  off,  but  he  was  now 
satisfied  it  would  be  better  to  accept  the  seventy  per  cent,  than  to  take  the 
chances  of  what  misfit  be  obtained  under  an  assignment,  and  he  declared  his 
intention  to  sign. 

Mr.  John  S.  Dougherty  also  withdrew  his  objection  and  expressed  a  hope 
that  all  would  unite  in  setting  the  institution  afloat  again. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. — Inland  Daily. 
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SAVINGS  INSTITUTION  MEETING. 

Another  meeting  of  the  depositors  and  stockholders  of  the  Savings  Institu¬ 
tion  was  held  at  Fulton  Hall  on  yesterday  a  week,  July  16,  and  was  numer¬ 
ously  attended. 

Dr.  Henry  Carpenter  was  appointed  president ;  Mr.  Thos.  Patterson,  Mr. 
Thomas  C.  Collins,  Mr.  Michael  M’Grann  and  Mr.  C.  Habaker,  vice  presidents: 
and  Mr.  Seymour  Preston,  secretary. 

Mr.  Lightner  read  the  following  report  of  the  board  of  trustees : 

To  the  Depositors  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution : 

The  thirty  days  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  signing  the  terms  of  our  pro¬ 
position  of  the  13th  of  June  having  elapsed,  and  the  period  prescribed  for  the 
I  recording  of  the  deed  of  assignment,  executed  on  the  16th  following,  being 
limited  to  this  day,  it  now  becomes  our  duty  to  report  the  condition  of  affairs, 
and  to  take  proper  action  with  reference  to  these  exigencies.  The  whole 
number  of  depositors  is  ascertained  to  exceed  1,700,  representing  and  holding 
an  aggregate  indebtedness  (as  before  reported)  of  $545,000.  Of  these,  1,270 
(including  those  since  the  4th  of  May,  and  named  in  the  judgment,)  have 
signed  the  arrangement,  leaving  434  outstanding,  and  representing  about  one- 
fifth  of  the  entire  indebtedness,  and  who  may  be  classified  as  to  amounts,  a* 
follows : 
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From  $25  to  $100,  inclusive . . . . . .  175 

Over  100  to  300.... do . 132 

300  to  500 do . 55 

500  to  1,000.  ..  .do . . .  45 

1,000 . . .  27 


Various  reasons,  other  than  a  supposed  dissent  from,  or  unwillingness  to 
accede  to  the  proposed  arrangement,  might  be  suggested  on  behalf  of  those 
who,  up  to  this  period,  have  not  signed  ;  and  we  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  that, 
to  secure  the  great  majority  of  these,  it  is  only  necessary  to  bring  the  matter 
fairly  to  their  attention,  and  afford  a  full  opportunity  for  consideration  and 
action  in  the  premises.  It  is  not,  however,  competent  for  us  longer  to  with¬ 
hold  the  assignment  from  record,  with  this  view.  To  delay  the  recording  be¬ 
yond  thirty  days,  would  only  be  playing  into  the  hands  of  such  as  may  be 
disposed  to  be  factious  or  troublesome,  and  place  in  a  hazardous  and  almost  ' 
undefinable  position  as  to  their  legal  rights,  all  those  who  have  so  promptly 
accepted  the  proffered  terms.  Such  a  result  we  would  peremptorily  avoid,  and 
therefore  the  deed  of  assignment  must  be  duly  recorded  this  day.  Still  our 
object  does  not  thus  necessarily  fail  of  accomplishment ;  and  so  much  having 
already  been  done  towards  it,  we  do  not  cease  our  efforts,  or  yield  the  hope 
of  complete  success  in  the  end.  And  with  an  earnest  desire  to  rescue  the 
affairs  of  the  institution  from  the  course  of  settlement  now  to  be  entered  upon, 
and  to  protect  the  interests  of  those  who  have  shown  themselves  willing  to 
be  protected,  as  well  as  to  give  to  others  who,  from  whatever  cause,  have 
hitherto  withheld  their  assent,  a  further  opportunity  to  act — to  this  end  we 
venture  the  following  suggestion  : 

That  the  deed  of  assignment  being  recorded,  the  property  of  the  institution 
shall  forthwith  be  delivered  into  the  care  of  the  assignees,  to  remain  undis-/ 
turbed  and  unchanged  for  twenty-five  days  from  this  date,  that  is  to  say,  to 
the  10th  day  of  August,  by  which  time,  if  the  present  non-signing  depositors 
shall  have  recorded  their  assent,  a  re-conveyance  of  the  property  will  be  made 
to  the  trustees,  and  the  bank  resume  business.  In  this  event  we  repeat  our 
engagement  to  re-issue  certificates  at  seventy  per  cent.,  and  as  a  guarantee, 
substantial  and  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  said  seventy  per  cent.,  we 
pledge  the  re-filling  of  the  stock  in  full,  to  the  amount  of  $50,000. 

To  avoid  miscalculation  or  misunderstanding,  we  assert  our  deliberate  de¬ 
termination,  in  no  case  to  purchase  or  treat  for  the  claim  of  a  single  with¬ 
holding  depositor,  on  other  terms  more  favorable  than  those  proffered  to  all. 

And  thus  we  leave  the  fate  of  the  concern  to  you,  whose  interests  are  most 
largely  at  stake.

Resolved ,  That  the  fact  that  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  depositors  of  the  in-  A 
stitution  have  accepted  the  terms  of  the  proposition  made  by  the  trustees  on 
the  13th  ult.,  is  decided  evidence  that  said  proposition  is  acceptable  to  the 
great  majority,  and  that  the  purpose  of  resuming  operations  being  thereby  so 
nearly  effected,  it  would  be  wrong  not  to  make  further  efforts  to  secure  its 
complete  success. 

Resolved ,  That  the  course  suggested  by  the  trustees  in  their  report  just  read, 
meets  our  approbation,  and  they  are  hereby  recommended  to  act  in  accordance 
therewith. 
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Resolved ,  That  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-five  days  (if  not  ready  at 
an  earlier  date)  mentioned  in  the  report,  the  trustees  feel  warranted  in  resum¬ 
ing  business,  notice  of  the  fact  shall  be  published,  and  a  meeting  of  the  de¬ 
positors,  called  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  seven  persons  from  among  them¬ 
selves  to  take  part  in  the  selection  of  a  treasurer,  and  in  managing  the  affair? 
of  the  institution. 

Notice. — The  depositors  and  stockholders  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  insti¬ 
tution  are  requested  to  meet  at  Fulton  Hall,  on  Friday  next,  the  17th  inst.,  at 
10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  under  the  then  re¬ 
ported  condition  of  affairs,  the  assignees  shall  be  requested  to  re*convey  the 
property  of  the  institution  to  the  trustees  in  order  to  resume  business,  or  pro¬ 
ceed  at  once  to  wind  up  the  concern.

SAVINGS  INSTITUTION  MEETING#. 

Pursuant  to  notice,  a  final  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  depositors  of  the 
Lancaster  Savings  Institution  was  held  on  Friday,  at  Fulton  Hall. 

The  meeting  was  organized  by  appointing  Capt.  Geo.  Sanderson,  president; 
Michael  M’Grann,  Esq.,  and  Col.  John  Irwin,  of  Harrisburg,  vice  presidents, 
and  E.  C.  Darlington  and  Charles  M.  Howell,  secretaries. 

Newton  Lightner,  Esq.,  one  of  the  trustees,  reported  that  about  1,500  de¬ 
positors,  representing  about  §479,000,  (including  those  whose  deposits  were 
made  since  the  4th  of  May,  amounting  to  $60,090,  and  in  whose  favor  judg¬ 
ments  have  been  given,)  had  signed  the  proposition  of  compromise ;  while 
2*20  depositors,  representing  $65,000,  have  not  signed. 

After  some  explanatory  remarks  by  the  chair,  J.  B.  Amwake,  Esq.,  offered 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  We,  the  stockholders  and  depositors  here  assembled  in  pursuance 
of  public  notice,  are  firmly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  interests  of  the 
debtors  and  creditors  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  and  the  publk 
generally,  would  be  best  promoted  by  the  institution  resuming  operations  im¬ 
mediately,  under  the  condition  of  affairs  as  now  reported  ;  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  the  assignees  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  re-convey 
the  property  of  the  institution  to  the  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  resuming  busi¬ 
ness,  and  that  upon  such  re-conveyance  the  trustees  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
the  resumption  of  business,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  charter,  so 
that  the  stockholders,  depositors  and  the  public  may  be  mutually  benefitted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  praise-worthy  exertions  of  the  trustees,  to  bring  about 
a  resumption  of  business,  merits  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  depositors  and  the 
public. 

Resolved !,  That  this  meeting  earnestly,  but  respectfully  ask  those  depositors 
who,  up  to  this  time,  have  neglected  cr  refused  to  sign  the  agreement  pro- 
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posed  by  the  trustees,  to  forego  their  opposition  and  consent  to  be  placed  on 
the  same  footing  with  the  great  majority  of  the  depositors  who  have  by  so 
promptly  acceding  to  the  terms,  prevented  the  institution  from  going  into 
bankruptcy.  Nor  do  we  think  this  is  asking  anything  out  of  place,  it  is 
merely  soliciting  the  application  of  the  golden  rule,  which  teaches  us  to  do 
unto  others  as  we  would  wish  to  be  done  by,  under  similar  circumstances. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  seven  persons  be  appointed  to  report  to  this 
meeting  the  names  of  seven  suitable  persons,  provided  for  by  the  resolution  of 
July  last,  to  aid  the  trustees  in  the  selection  of  a  treasurer  and  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Gen.  David  Miller,  David  Cocklev,  John  W. 
Koeting,  Jacob  Seitz,  (Manor,)  Dr.  Henry  Carpenter,  Dr.  J.  C.  Weidler  and 
James  Collins,  (Colerain,)  was  appointed  by  the  chair  in  pursuance  of  the  fourth 
resolution,  \ 

The  committee  to  nominate  seven  depositors  to  assist  the  board  of  trustees 
reported  the  names  of  John  Irwin,  Harrisburg;  Philip  Gldweiler,  Conoy  town¬ 
ship  ;  Thos.  C,  Collins,  Colerain  ;  Win.  Konigmacher,  Ephrata ;  David  Bru¬ 
baker,  Mount  Joy  ;  Christian  Habecker,  Manor  ;  Jacob  Fehl,  Conestoga. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  above  named  gentlemen  were  announced 
as  duly  constituted  directors,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  trustees  in  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  treasurer  and  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  with 
the  understanding  that  they  continue  to  act  till  first  of  July,  1858,  and  that 
they  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  number. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  assignees  for  the  courteous  and  obliging 
disposition  they  had  manifested.  The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

SEYMOUR  PRESTON. 


John  Bellinger ,  affirmed: 

1  was  a  trustee  of  Lancaster  Lodge,  No.  67,  I.  0.  of  O.  F.  I  had  a  claim 
of«$500,  a  deposit,  against  the  institution  as  trustee.  I  got  the  $500  and  in¬ 
terest  up  to  the  date  when  1  got  the  money.  The  claim  was  never  signed  off. 
This  was  April  22,  1856.  I  received  $525,  one  year’s  interest  on  the  $500. 
Mr.  Roberts  wished  us  to  take  seventy  per  cent.,  when  we  came  for  the  money, 
then  eighty,  then  ninety,  then  the  one  hundred  without  the  interest.  We 
refused  to  take  anything  less  than  debt  and  interest.  While  I  was  here  I  saw 
another  claim  of  $500  paid  in  full,  throwing  off  the  interest.  I  don’t  know 
the  name  of  the  gentleman  who  had  it.  We  got  a  $500  coupon  bond  of  the 
city  of  Lancaster,  in  payment  of  our  claim  ;  a  six  per  cent,  coupon  bond. 
Mr.  J.  L„  Reynolds  was  with  me  at  the  time.  We,  when  we  presented  the 
claim,  were  determined  to  have  the  money,  principal  and  interest,  if  it  could 
be  got. 

On  that  part  of  my  own  claim  that  was  deposited  before  the  4th  of  May,  I 
received  fifty  per  cent.  On  that  part  deposited  after  the  4th  of  May,  1855, 
and  before  the  failure,  1  received  in  full. 

J.  DELLINGER. 

J.  G.  Fortney ,  affirmed: 

I  was  a  depositor  in  the  institution  at  the  time  it  failed,  to  the  amount  of 
$1  ,000.  I  was  absent  in  the  west  when  it  failed,  and  when  I  returned  Mr. 
E.  Geiger  called  on  me  to  induce  me  to  sign  off  and  agree  to  the  seventy  per 
cent.,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent.,  payable  in  three  years.  I  received  $28 
interest  on  the  $700  certificate;  a  year’s  interest.  My  certificate  was  due 
July  1,  1858,  and  has  not  been  paid.  I  have  not  demanded  the  payment  of 
it  since  July  1,  1858. 
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Prior  to  the  assignment,  Mr.  Gable  called  on  me  at  my  place  of  business.  I 
was  engaged  at  the  time.  He  said  he  wished  to  see  me,  and  I  should  call  up 
at  his  store.  1  called  the  same  evening  to  see  him.  He  said  he  wished  to 
see  me  about  the  affairs  of  the  institution.  He  stated  that  owing  to  suits 
having  been  brought  by  some  of  the  depositors,  and  other  causes,  they  would 
be  forced  to  make  an  assignment.  He  professed  that  it  was  out  of  kind  feel¬ 
ings  that  he  called  on  me,  and  proposed  that  I  had  better,  perhaps,  call  and 
see  Mr.  Roberts,  and  see  if  I  could  not  arrange  my  matter  with  him.  He 
stated  that  they  had  stocks  and  securities  of  different  kinds,  that  I  might  do 
as  well  to  take  in  settlement  of  my  claim.  I  subsequently  called  on  Mr. 
Roberts,  and  proposed  to  take  the  principal  of  my  $700  certificate  in  cash,  in 
full  of  my  whole  claim.  The  impression  (through  what  Mr.  Gable  told  me) 
\  being  on  my  mind,  that  that  would  be  better  for  me  than  to  wait,  I  called 
J  subsequently  and  saw  Judge  Schaeffer,  and  stated  my  proposal  to  him.  He 
said  they  had  no  money.  I  left  and  called  again,  when  1  consented  to  take 
$600  cash  for  my  whole  claim,  leaving  the  proposition  to  be  submitted  to  the 
board  by  Mr.  Roberts.  This  was  only  one  day  previous  to  the  assignment. 
On  the  morning  of  the  day  of  the  assignment,  Mr.  Roberts  called  at  my  place 
of  business  when  I  was  not  in,  and  left  word  for  me  to  come  down  to  the  in¬ 
stitution.  I  did  so.  It  was  closed,  and  I  rang  the  bell  of  the  hall  door.  Mr. 
Roberts  came  out  and  stated  that  they  would  not  agree  to  my  proposition  to 
take  the  $600  cash,  but  they  would  give  me  a  $500  coupon  factory  bond,  (six 
per  cent.,)  and  give  me  $50  in  cash,  telling  me  that  I  had  fifteen  minutes  to 
decide  upon  it.  He  left  me  and  went  into  the  institution  ;  1  remained  in  the 
hall.  After  some  time  he  returned  and  I  told  him  that  I  would  take  it,  as  I 
needed  money  very  much.  He  then  directed  me  to  step  into  the  back  room, 
where  I  awaited  his  return,  and  he  brought  me  a  $500  bond  on  the  Lancaster 
mill,  “the  James  loan;”  not  a  coupon  bond,  as  first  agreed  upon,  and  $50  in 
cash,  and  I  gave  him  up  the  certificates,  one  of  $700,  and  one  of  $300. 

I  know7  of  two  gentlemen,  James  Lynch  and  his  brother  John,  to  whom  the 
officers  of  the  institution  paid  70  per  cent,  cash  of  their  claims,  as  soon  as 
they  signed  off  per  agreement  at  the  time.  The  impression  left  on  my  mind 
was,  that  Mr.  Roberts  w7as  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  board,  when  he 
said  that  1  had  but  fifteen  minutes  to  decide  upon  their  proposition.  It  was 
on  the  morning  of  the  assignment.  I  had  several  interviews  with  Mr.  Roberts 
on  the  subject.  The  board  of  trustees  professed  a  disposition  to  settle  with 
me  for  as  much  as  they  could.  This  was  about  nine  o’clock  A.  M.,  i.  e.  my 
last  interview  with  Mr.  Roberts.  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the  fifteen 
minutes  given  me  by  Mr.  R.  was  in  consequence  of  the  assignment  about 
being  made. 

J.  G.  FORTNEY. 


H.  B.  Swan',  sworn  : 

I  was  acquainted  with  Mr.  Boughter  ;  while  he  was  treasurer  I  kept  my 
bank  account  here.  I  think  it  was  in  1853  that  I  had  paper  discounted  at  the 
V  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  for  a  friend  of  mine,  to  the  amount  of  $10,000, 
which  was  done  by  Mr.  B.,  on  his  own  responsibility,  it  being  between  the 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  amount  was  divided  into  two  notes  of  $6,000 
and  $4,000.  When  I  called  on  him  to  have  the  discount  made,  he  said  he 
wished  time  for  reflection — until  morning  ;  and  the  next  day  the  discount 
was  made.  The  day  that  that  transaction  took  place  was  not  the  day  of  the 
meeting  of  the  board.  The  drawer  of  the  notes  was  C.  B.  Grubb,  Esq.,  of 
this  city  The  endorser  was  Mr.  Charles  Brooke,  of  Chester  county. 

H.  B.  SWARR. 
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John  DitloWy  sworn : 

I  built  the  three  houses  for  Mr.  Boughter.  I  contracted  to  build  them  for 
$1,600  each,  making  $4,800.  He  paid  me  for  them.  On  the  final  settlement 
he  gave  me  credit  for  $2,000  in  my  bank  book  with  the  institution,  which  1 
afterwards  checked  out. 

JOHN  DITLOW. 

Luther  Richards ,  affirmed : 

There  was  an  assignment  made  to  Amos  S.  Henderson  and  myself  by  the 
Lancaster  Savings  Institution  on  the  16th  day  of  June,  1855.  1  don’t  think  1 

saw  the  assignment  when  I  was  notified  of  my  appointment.  Don’t  know  that 
I  ever  saw  it.  I  was  first  informed  of  it  by  George  Martin,  and  afterwars  by 
Mr.  Kieffer.  We  were  told  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  board  that  we 
were  not  to  have  anything  to  do  with  it  for  thirty  days.  The  trustees  told 
me  on  the  16th  day  of  July,  that  the  deed  of  assignment  was  recorded.  I  was 
then  told  to  take  charge,  in  connection  with  my  colleagues,  of  the  assets  of 
the  institution.  We  did  so.  We  took  a  memorandum  of  the  assets.  I  have 
not  got  that  memorandum  now.  I  placed  it  in  a  pigeon  hole  on  the  desk  of 
the  institution,  and  it  remained  there  the  whole  time  we  had  charge  of  the 
institution.  We  were  in  possession  of  the  assets  from  July  3  6,  1855,  to  some 
time  in  September  of  the  same  year.  The  cash  on  hand  when  we  took  it,  was 
some  four  or  five  thousand  dollars.  A  number  of  notes  were  paid  during  our 
time,  increasing  the  cash  to  about  $23,000.  We  then  handed  back  all  the  as¬ 
sets  to  the  trustees  from  whom  we  had  received  them.  Left  all  the  papers 
and  that  memorandum,  with  all  the  books  and  papers  as  we  found  them,  to 
the  trustees.  Among  the  assets  was  a  silver  set — a  tea  pot,  sugar  bowl,  &c. ; 
there  were  no  silver  spoons  or  forks.  We  made  an  estimate  or  appraisement 
of  the  assets.  I  considered  it  a  bona  fide  assignment.  We  were  told  to  hold 
the  assignment  until  they  told  us,  or  concluded  what  to  do.  We  did  nothing 
under  the  assignment  as  assignees,  but  to  receive  such  payments  as  were 
offered,  and  renew  the  notes  as  they  became  due  and  keep  the  proceeds.  We 
never  gave  any  bail  as  assignees.  We  transferred  the  deed  of  assignment 
back  to  the  trustees.  We  considered  it  as  a  complete  surrender  of  the  trust. 
We  received  a  compensation.  We  charged  them  $400  each,  and  they  paid 
us.  We  received  a  bond  of  indemnity  signed  by  ail  the  trustees  except  Mr. 
Wolf,  to  indemnify  us  against  all  liabilities  that  we  might  incur  by  giving  it 
up  to  the  trustees  of  the  institution ;  the  assets  that  we  had  taken  into  our 
possession.  The  apparent  value  on  the  face  of  the  assets,  with  the  exception 
of  fancy  stocks,  was  about  $400,000.  Do  not  know  what  the  liabilities  of  the 
institution  were  when  we  had  charge  of  it.  I  never  tried  to  see,  as  assignee, 
what  they  were.  I  think  that  since  the  time  we  surrendered  the  assets,  the 
state  of  the  times  has  diminished  their  value,  especially  the  real  estate. 

LUTHER  RICHARDS. 

Amos  S.  Henderson ,  sworn  : 

I  was  one  of  the  assignees  with  Mr.  Richards  in  the  assignment  spoken  of  by 
him.  I  have  listened  to  the  testimony  he  has  given  in  relation  to  it.  I  concur 
with  him  in  all  he  has  said.  I  considered  the  assignment  as  bona  fide,  in  man¬ 
ner  and  form,  sufficient  in  ail  respects  to  have  given  us  the  entire  and  absolute 
control  of  the  assets,  had  we  determined  to  proceed  as  assignees,  by  giving 
bail  and  complying  with  the  law.  We  did  not  so  determine,  but  held  the 
property  of  the  institution  as  custodians  of  the  trustees,  awaiting  the  action 
of  the  depositors  and  creditors  of  the  institution.  We  retained  the  former 
clerks  to  do  the  business  of  receiving  payments  and  renewing  notes,  doing 
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nothing  ourselves  in  the  character  of  assignees.  We  made  the  re-transfer  in 
pursuance  of  the  action  and  request  of  the  creditors  of  the  institution,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  at  a  public  meeting  held  August  17,  1855. 

AMOS  S.  HENDERSON. 


July  15,  1858. 

John  Amer ,  affirmed : 

I  am  a  creditor  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution  to  the  amount  of  $200. 
I  was  one  of  those  who  agreed  to  sign  off,  and  take  the  seventy  per  cent,  in  three 
)  years.  I  received  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  1  have  not  presented  it  for  pay- 
A  ment,  and  it  has  not  been  paid.  I  don’t  know,  from  personal  knowledge,  that 
they  are  ready  to  pay  it.  1  am  ready  to  present  it.  I  have  no  information 
to  give  as  to  the  causes  which  led  to  the  failure  of  the  institution,  and  the 
diminishing  of  the  assets  since  its  failure,  or  the  amount  of  assets  now  on 
hand.  • 

I  know  nothing  further  of  my  own  knowledge.  In  a  conversation  with 
Mr.  Lightner,  he  told  me  that  I  had  better  take  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar,  but  I 
declined.  1  don’t  know  exactly  when  this  conversation  took  place.  He  did 
not  press  me  to  take  it. 

Two  forms  of  certificates  marked  “  1  and  2,”  shown  to  witness,  which  are 
in  the  same  form  as  those  issued  to  him  for  the  seventy  per  cent.  I  have  this 
moment  presented  my  certificates  for  payment,  which  were  refused.  The 
agent  of  the  assignees  cannot  now  pay,  but  states  that  there  is  a  sum  of 
$25,000  in  hands,  which  they  are  awaiting  the  court’s  order  to  pay  out  pro 
rata  among  the  creditors. 

JOHN  AMER. 

Mrs.  Susan  Brown ,  sworn : 

I  was  a  depositor  in  this  institution.  They  owed  me  $100  at  the  time  of 
the  failure.  They  have  not  paid  me.  Air.  Schaeffer  told  me  that  it  was  per¬ 
fectly  safe,  and  that  the  trustees  had  agreed  or  proposed  to  put  in  $50,000  to 
make  it  right.  I  signed  the  agreement  to  take  the  seventy  per  cent.,  with 
the  hope  of  obtaining  the  other  thirty  per  cent,  eventually.  1  went  to  Mr, 
Schaeffer  once  or  twice  after  I  had  signed  off,  and  wanted  the  money.  The 
first  time  I  called  he  told  me  it  was  safe.  The  next  time  I  called  at  his  store, 
and  I  met  Mr.  Gable  there.  I  think  it  was  last  winter  a  year  ago,  and  they 
both  told  me  then  that  they  would  try  and  let  me  have  fifty  cents  in  the  dol¬ 
lar — $50  for  the  $100.  I  declined  taking  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Schaeffer  : 

At  the  time  I  called  on  Mr.  Schaeffer  first,  it  was  the  time  they  were  making 
^  arrangements  to  revive  the  institution.  He  did  not  promise  to  me  himself, 
but  said  that  the  trustees  Avere  trying  to  make  it  right. 

SUSAN  BROWN. 

George  K.  Reed ,  sworn: 

1  was  one  of  the  appraisers  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  institution, 
as  per  exhibit  made  by  the  trustees  to  the  depositors,  and  certified  to  by  my¬ 
self  and  A.  W.  Russel,  June  13,  1855. 

Printed  statement  of  that  date,  among  those  signed  “  Seymour  Preston,1’ 
shown  to  witness. 
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This  is  the  statement  referred  to.  I  don’t  think  that  among  the  assets  taken 
there  was  a  tomb-stone.  There  was  no  silver  ware  among  them.  The  real 
estate  appraised  has  depreciated  fully  one-third  since  we  made  the  appraise¬ 
ment. 

GEO.  K.  REED. 

Eliza  Metzgar ,  affirmed : 

I  was  a  depositor  in  the  institution  at  the  time  of  the  failure.  My  last 
deposit  was  April  26,  1855,  of  $170,  for  twelve  months,  at  five  per  cent.  That 
amount,  with  interest,  is  yet  due.  I  never  signed  the  agreement  to  take 
seventy  per  cent.  Mr.  Kieffer  told  me  if  I  signed  off  I  should  not  loose  a 
cent ;  that  he  would  cut  his  throat  from  ear  to  ear  before  he  would  see  it.  He 
afterwards  sent  his  clerk,  Mr.  Dener,  to  me,  to  tell  me  that  Mr.  Kieffer  told 
him  to  say  to  me  that  1  should  not  loose  a  cent. 

I  never  asked  the  institution  for  my  money  after  it  failed.  1  never  got 
any  new  certificate.  I  reside  in  Lancaster  city.  1  signed  a  paper  at  the  time 
Mr.  Dener  came,  but  it  was  not  to  take  the  seventy  per  cent.  The  paper  I 
signed  was  in  the  form  of  a  small  book,  with  other  names  in  it. 

ELIZA  METZGAR. 

John  Herr ,  affirmed: 

I  don’t  know  anything  of  the  management  of  the  institution  of  my  own 
knowledge.  1  was  a  depositor  in  it.  At  the  time  of  its  failure  I  think  there 
was  a  small  balance  due  the  institution  in  my  account  with  it,  which  I  paid. 

JOHN  HERR. 

William  Wright ,  sworn  : 

I  was  a  creditor  to  this  institution  at  the  time  of  its  failure  to  a  small 
amount.  They  paid  me.  Mr.  Roberts  paid  me  at  the  counter,  by  taking  off 
some  small  per  centage.  I  don’t  know  what.  My  wife  had  a  little  money 
here,  and  they  settled  with  her,  and  paid  her  by  giving  some  city  loan.  I 
was  subpoened  here  by  Mr.  Baker,  the  constable.  1  don’t  know  for  what  I 
was  subpoened  here.  I  don’t  know  much  about  it ;  nothing  but  what  I  have 
told.

A.  E.  Roberts,  sworn : 

I  was  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  from  September,  1855,  to  the  time  of 
the  second  assignment,  in  April,  1857.  The  assets  on  hand  when  I  became 
treasurer,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  were,  viz :

I  don’t  know  that  there  was  among  the  assets  spoken  of  a  monument  or 
tombstone.  1  have  not  even  an  impression  on  the  subject.  1  do  not  know 
whether  the  “silver  set”  given  up  by  Mr.  Boughter  was  included  in  the 
above  estimate  or  not.  But  while  I  was  treasurer  both  the  tombstone  and 
silver  set  or  tea  service,  came  to  my  knowledge  and  possession  as  among  the 
assets  of  the  institution.  The  tombstone  is  still  on  hand.  1  sold  the  silver 
tea  service  to  Bailey  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  from  whom  it  had  been  purchased, 
for  $510  71.  It  was  sold  at  private  sale.  Mr.  Bailey  told  me  that  its  origi¬ 
nal  cost  was  something  over  $900  00.  The  reason  he  would  not  give  more 
for  it  was  because  it  was  no  longer  fashionable  in  shape  or  style  of  manufac¬ 
ture,  and  because  it  had  the  initials  of  Mrs.  Boughter  on  it  and  had  been 
somewhat  abused.  I  offered  the  set  to  several  persons  and  dealers  in  Lancas¬ 
ter,  but  could  get  no  offer  for  it.  I  offered  it  to  no  other  person  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  but  Bailey  &  Co.  1  did  not  want  to  selljt  at  auction  because  I  was  told 
that  it  might  be  looked  upon  as  not  genuine,  and  the  sale  would  be  a  sacrifice. 
I  did  the  best  I  could  for  it.  Among  the  items  sold  were  spoons  and  forks.

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1  don’t  recollect  the  number.  I  have  made  diligent  search  for  the  paper  con¬ 
taining  the  items  of  this  set,  but  cannot  find  it.  I  had  such  a  paper  but  mis¬ 
laid  it.  There  is  no  part  of  the  set,  or  of  any  spoons  or  forks  belonging 
thereto  in  my  possession.  I  sold  all  of  it  that  came  into  my  possession  to 
Mr.  Bailey.  The  furniture  spoken  of  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  assignee, 
unsold.  When  I  ceased  to  be  treasurer,  and  my  brother,  T.  L.  Roberts,  was 
appointed  assignee,  I  handed  over  to  him  assets  which  were  appraised,  as  per 
inventory  and  appraisement  filed  in  Lancaster  common  pleas,  May  14,  1857, 
amounting  to  the  aggregate  of  $108,878  59.  The  expense  account  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  during  my  term  as  treasurer,  including  salaries,  lawyer’s  fees,  taxes, 
&c.,  amounted  to  $14,292  40.  The  amount  of  interest  paid  to  depositors 
was  $5,316  64,  and  was  paid  to  depositors  on  the  new  certificates  of  seventy 
per  cent.,  given  to  them  in  the  commutation  of  their  claims,  as  per  arrange¬ 
ment  between  the  depositors  and  the  institution. 

T.  L.  Roberts  is  the  present  assignee  of  this  institution.  I  am  acting  as 
his  agent,  by  his  authority,  and  have  done  a  large  amount  of  the  business  of 
the  trust,  he  having  been,  and  still  is,  indisposed. 

The  account  cf  T.  L.  Roberts,  assignee,  filed  July  3,  1858,  in  the  court  of 
Lancaster  county,  was  made  out  by  Mr.  Livingston,  the  attorney  of  the  as¬ 
signee,  under  my  direction,  and  contains  a  full  statement  of  all  things  done 
by  the  assignee  up  to  that  date.  The  additional  amount  of  assets  coming  into 
the  hands  of  the  assignee,  which  were  not  included  in  the  inventory,  amounts

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During  my  term  as  treasurer,  there  was  $30,000  borrowed  from  the  Lan¬ 
caster  Bank.  This  money  was  obtained  on  a  note  signed  by  Messrs.  Schaeffer, 
Gable,  Lightner,  Frazer  and  Kieffer.  Mr.  Schaeffer  was  the  drawer  of  the 
note,  endorsed  by  the  other  four,  and  the  note  wTas  discounted  at  the  Lancas¬ 
ter  Bank,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  net  proceeds  were  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  institution  on  the  books 
of  the  Lancaster  Bank.  It  was  used  by  me  as  the  treasurer  in  discounting 
notes,  cancelling  the  liabilities  of  the  institution,  and  paying  interest  on  cer¬ 
tificates. 

The  note  was  paid  at  maturity  by  the  persons  who  drew  the  note.  The 
drawer  of  this  note  had  credit  for  the  amount  of  the  note  in  the  books  of  the 
institution  pro  rata. 

These  gentlemen  loaned  this  money  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  loan  to 
the  institution,  to  aid  it  in  reviving  its  business. 

I  will  furnish  a  memorandum  of  the  names  of  persons  having  claims  against 
the  institution,  with  the  amounts  and  sums  paid  to  each  in  settlement  and 
liquidation  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  books. 


A.  E.  ROBERTS. 
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Newton  Light  ner,  sworn  : 

I  became  a  trustee  of  the  Lancaster  Saving  Institution  in  May,  1845.  I 
attended  very  regularly  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  board.  The  principal 
business  at  these  meetings  was  the  discounting  of  negotiable  paper.  This 
duty  I  endeavored  to  discharge  with  due  caution  and  intelligence.  I  profess 
to  have  performed  no  other  duty  in  reference  to  the  affairs  of  this  institution, 
appertaining  to  the  office  of  trustee.  The  custody  of  the  funds,  their  proper 
application  as  directed  by  the  board,  and  the  keeping  of  correct  accounts  and 
records,  were  the  duties  of  the  treasurer.  Any  supervisory  power  over  him, 
in  these  respects,  I  cannot  claim  to  have  exercised.  I  never  made  any  ex¬ 
amination  of  his  accounts ;  nor  am  I  aware  that  such  examination  ever  was 
made  by  any  one.  W e  had  every  facility  of  examination,  if  we  desired  it. 

Besides  the  discounting  of  paper  by  the  board,  I  believe  I  am  aware  of  every 
material  transaction  in  which  the  funds  of  the  institution  were  employed  \ 
during  my  time,  by  authority  of  the  trustees.  I  will  speak  of  these  in  the 
order  of  their  occurrence.  In  December,  1845,  the  building  then  occupied  by 
the  institution  in  Centre  square,  was  sold  for  $7,500,  being  an  advance  over 
its  cost  of  about  $1,000.  These  proceeds,  to  the  extent  of  $5,800,  were  used 
to  purchase  the  present  banking  house,  now  valued  at  $10,000. 

In  the  fail  of  1845,  there  was  a  purchase  of  a  remnant  of  the  assets  of  the 
Branch  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  located  here.  I  had  a  part  in  negotiating  the 
purchase,  and  in  re-selling  these  assets.  I  refer  to  the  minutes  of  January  8, 
1846,  showing  the  details  of  the  transaction,  which  appears  to  have  resulted  in 
a  net  gain  to  the  institution  of  $2,417.  In  the  year  of  1847,  the  board  in¬ 
vested  $5,000  of  its  funds  in  the  “James  loan,”  being  a  mortgage  security  on 
the  Conestoga  steam  mills  in  Lancaster  city. 

In  1852,  the  trustees  subscribed,  and  paid  to  the  commissioners  of  Lancas¬ 
ter  county,  $500  towards  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  the  new  court  house.  The 
inducement  to  this  act,  was  the  ownership  of  a  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
proposed  site.  This  property  has  since  been  sold  at  an  ad  vance  over  the  origi¬ 
nal  cost,  exceeding  $500.  Some  portion  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  I  think 
about  $3,500,  was  invested  in  the  school  loan  of  the  “city  of  Lancaster,”  and 
to  the  extent  of  about  $10,000  in  the  six  per  cent,  coupon  bonds  of  the  city 
of  Lancaster ;  all  these  loans  have  been  disposed  of  without  loss. 

In  the  year  1854,  about  $32,000  of  the  funds  of  the  institution  were  used 
to  purchase  negotiable  paper — city  paper  as  it  is  called,  meaning  Philadelphia 
paper.  The  rate  ol  discount  was  one  per  cent,  per  month.  This  paper  was 
all  paid  at  maturity.  I  transacted  the  business,  and  after  deducting  commis¬ 
sions  and  expenses,  (amounting  to  $232  07,)  the  excess  went  to  the  profit  and 
loss  account.  This  was  the  first  and  only  instance  of  which  I  have  any  know¬ 
ledge,  where  a  discount  was  made  over  one-half  per  cent,  per  month. 

In  October,  1854,  I  purchased,  by  order  of  the  board,  one  thousand  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Girard  Bank,  at  Philadelphia,  for  $12  per  share. — 

On  the  re-sale  of  this  stock  there  was  a  considerable  loss — according  to  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Boughter,  from  one  to  two  dollars  per  share.  I  had  no 
reason  to  doubt,  at  the  time,  that  the  proceeds  went  to  the  benefit  of  the  in¬ 
stitution.  The  discounting  of  paper,  as  done  by  the  board  of  trustees  in  regu-  ) 
lar  session,  together  with  the  special  transactions  above  narrated,  constitute 
my  entire  knowledge  as  to  the  investments  or  use  of  the  funds  of  the  Lancas¬ 
ter  Saving  Institution,  during  the  whole  period  of  my  connection  with  it,  from 
May,  1845,  to  May,  1855. 

The  treasurer  had  no  authority  to  make  loans  or  investments,  or  to  discount 
paper  upon  his  own  judgment  or  responsibility,  under  any  circumstances.  Nor 
had  any  single  trustee  such  authority.  I  know  nothing  about  Boughter’s 
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private  habits.  Since  1851,  my  intercourse  with  him  was  confined  almost  en¬ 
tirely  to  business  relations,  in  connection  with  the  legitimate  business  of  the 
institution. 

I  had  no  stock  transactions  with  him  of  any  sort ;  nor  was  I  aware  of  his 
excessive  dealings  in  that  way.  When  I  admonished  him  to  beware  of  Sha- 
mokin,  as  stated  in  his  own  testimony,  he  did  not  let  me  understand  that  he 
was  already  in,  but  rather  managed  to  impress  me  with  the  idea  that  he  would 
heed  the  warning.  I  never  received  any  pay  or  emolument  as  trustee.  I  never 
shared  in  any  division  of  surplus  fund  or  money,  or  anything  else  belonging 
to  the  institution,  with  other  directors ;  nor  was  there  ever  any  “  division”  of 
anything  among  any  persons  to  my  knowledge.  I  never  received  gift  or  pay 
or  emolument  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  other  than  for  services  rendered 
as  solicitor. 

On  the  4-th  of  May,  1855,  it  first  became  known  to  the  trustees  that  the 
Lancaster  Savings  Institution  was  in  a  bad  condition.  Questioning  Mr.  Bough- 
ter  as  to  the  probable  extent  of  his  acknowledged  defalcation,  he  assured  the 
trustees  that  the  deficit,  whatever  it  might  prove  to  be,  was  mainly  owing  to 
the  use  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  by  himself,  in  the  purchase  of  coal 
stocks  and  lands  in  the  Shamokin  region.  He  placed  the  amount  at  from 
sixty  to  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  giving  the  names  of  the  persons  who  he 
alleged  received  the  money.  He  thought  that,  if  applied  to,  they  would  re¬ 
fund  ;  and  if  so,  the  deficiency  would  thus,  at  once,  be  made  whole.  On 
Monday  morning,  May  6,  1855,  Mr.  Gable  and  myself  called  upon  one  of  the 
persons  named  (David  Longenecker)  as  above,  and  disclosed  to  him  the  whole 
matter.  He  replied  that  the  amount  received,  so  far  as  he  knew,  was  not  so 
large  as  the  figures  above  mentioned ;  but  expressed  himself  ready,  at  once, 
to  see  the  other  persons  mentioned  in  connection  with  himself,  and  have  the 
true  amount  paid  for  these  stocks  by  Boughter,  refunded  to  the  institution. — 
We  urged  immediate  action.  In  view  of  this  engagement,  and  governed  by 
advice  which  we  sought  to  guide  our  action  under  the  circumstances,  the  board 
concluded  not  to  announce  the  defalcation  then,  but  to  go  on  quietly,  and  first 
ascertaining  the  extent  of  it,  if  possible,  make  it  good,  and  prevent  all  public 
exposure.  Business  proceeded  accordingly — all  management  and  control  being 
taken  out  of  Mr.  Boughter’s  hands. 

To  meet  the  impropriety  of  receiving  deposits  in  the  existing  state  of 
things,  I  directed  the  clerks  to  take  any  that  might  be  offered,  but  to  keep 
them  apart,  each  deposit  by  itself,  enveloped  and  endorsed  with  the  name  of 
the  depositor,  so  that  all  moneys  thus  received,  might  be  returned  to  the  re¬ 
spective  owners  in  the  event  of  the  institution  being  obliged  to  surrender. 

I  was  constantly  engaged  for  several  days,  in  getting  from  Mr.  Boughter 
an  assignment  of  his  property,  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution,  and  in  pre¬ 
paring  the  necessary  papers  and  transfers.  We  did  not  cease  to  press  the 
refunding  operation,  before  spoken  of.  The  parties  held  frequent  meet¬ 
ings  here  and  in  Philadelphia,  but  delay  after  delay  occurred,  until  four  weeks 
had  been  spent  in  fruitless  efforts.  Meanwhile  the  deficit  was  found  to  be 
unmanageable,  and  the  scheme  of  righting  up  the  concern  failed. 

On  the  morning  of  June  6th,  Mr.  Boughter  was  arrested,  and  the  fact  of 
his  defalcation  publicly  announced.  A  meeting  of  creditors  was  convened 
on  the  13th,  and  a  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  institution,  ac¬ 
companied  with  a  proposition  or  plan  looking  to  its  resuscitation,  was  sub¬ 
mitted.  See  paper  marked  “  A.” 

Cn  the  16th,  an  address  was  issued,  advising  the  creditors  of  a  judgment 
And  assignment  given  and  made  by  the  president  of  the  board,  and  detailing 
the  reasons  for  so  doing.  Judgment  entered  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
Lancaster  county,  to  April  term,  1855,  No.  505.  “Daniel  Harman  and  Geo. 
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M.  Steinman,  in  trust  for  themselves  and  others  named  in  the  schedule,  ac¬ 
companying  the  bond  vs.  the  Lancaster  Saving  Institution,  &c.” 

On  June  30,  1855,  another  meeting  of  creditors  was  held,  at  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  were  adopted.  See  paper  marked  “  C.” 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  the  16th  July,  when  the  following  report 
was  read  and  submitted.  See  paper  marked  “  D.” 

On  the  17th  of  August  a  final  meeting  was  held  in  pursuance  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  notice.  See  paper  marked  “  E.” 

Upon  that  meeting  being  organized  I  read  the  notice  in  pursuance  of  which 
it  was  convened,  and  then  stated  that  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  deposi¬ 
tors  who  were  refusing  to  come  into  the  proposed  arrangements,  the  trustees 
would  now  decline  further  negotiation  or  effort  on  the  subject,  and  deliver  up 
the  whole  matter  for  such  action  as  the  creditors  might  deem  proper  in  the 
premises.  That  action  will  appear  by  reference  to  printed  paper  marked  “  D.” 

August  23d. — The  board  of  trustees  met.  Five  being  present,  with  six  of 
the  seven  persons  named  in  the  foregoing  paper,  as  chosen  by  the  depositors, 
to  aid  in  the  management  of  the  institution’s  affairs.  At  said  meeting  the 
following  resolutions  were  adopted,  viz  : 

“The  board  met.  Present,  Messrs.  Schaeffer,  Kieffer,  Gable,  Frazer  and 
Lightner,  and  of  the  new  trustees,  Messrs.  Fell],  Irwin,  Konigmacher,  Collins, 
Brubaker  and  Habecker. 

“  On  motion,  it  was 

u  Resolved,  That  in  pursuance  of  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
the  depositors  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  held  on  Friday  17th  instant, 
according  to  public  notice  given,  the  trustees  re-open  the  institution  and  re¬ 
sume  business  with  the  view  of  managing  its  affairs,  under  the  present  ex¬ 
isting  condition,  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

u  Resolved ,  That  to  carry  out  this  purpose  the  assignees,  Messrs.  Henderson 
and  Richards  be  requested  to  re-convey  to  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution 
the  property  assigned.  An  election  was  then  held,  and  A.  E.  Roberts  was 
duly  elected  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  a  salary  to  be  agreed  upon  with 
Mr.  Roberts.” 

The  assets  have  been  diminished  since  the  16th  June,  1855,  by  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  them  to  the  settlement  of  claims.  They  were  used  to  this  end  in 
the  way  of  exchange  to  a  large  extent — mortgages,  stocks  and  loans  being 
traded,  in  many  instances,  at  par  value,  while  their  cash  price  in  the  market 
rated  at  from  five  to  twenty  per  cent,  below  par.  For  details  in  this  particu¬ 
lar,  I  refer  to  the  books  and  to  the  exhibit  hereto  annexed.  The  appraisement 
made,  as  detailed  in  the  exhibit  of  June  13,  1855,  on  which  was  founded  the 
seventy  per  cent,  proposition,  was  considerably  beyond  the  intrinsic  value,  as 
shown  by  the  prices  realized  since,  at  least  so  far  as  those  assets  have  been 
converted. 

When  Mr.  Boughter  handed  over  the  certificates  of  coal  stock,  he  delivered 
all,  as  alleged  by  himself,  that  he  had  ever  owned,  either  as  original  purchaser, 
or  transferred  by  others.  There  was  no  certificate  among  them  in  the  name 
of  John  S.  Gable. 

The  name  of  Mr.  Gable  does  not  appear,  to  my  knowledge,  in  connection 
with  that  of  Mr.  Boughter  in  any  stock  or  real  estate  operation. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gable : 

When  Mr.  Boughter  proposed  a  division  of  the  $400,  as  stated  in  his  testi¬ 
mony,  among  the  four  directors  then  present,  Mr.  Gable  at  once  said,  “  I  don’t 
ask,  nor  will  1  receive  any  compensation  as  a  trustee.”  The  proposition  w^s 
not  entertained  for  a  moment.

Article  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  held  on 
Thursday  of  each  week,  at  10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  president,  or  any  two  trustees. 

Article  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  president,  or  in 
his  absence,  a  president  to  be  appointed  by  the  members  present,  shall  take 
the  chair,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order. 

Article  3.  As  soon  as  a  quorum  of  members  appears,  the  members  shall  be 
called  to  order,  and  the  order  of  business  be  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  corrected,  if  errors 
appear. 

2d.  The  report  of  the  treasurer  as  to  the  state  of  the  funds,  &c.  i 

3d.  Communications  (if  any)  to  be  read  and  considered. 

4th.  Reports  of  committees. 

5th.  Unfinished  business. 

6th.  Discounting  of  notes,  &c.,  commencing  with  renewals. 

7th;  Original  resolutions. 

Article  4.  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  ;  must  be  seconded  and  then 
stated  from  the  chair.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  may  be  demanded 
by  any  member. 

Article  5.  The  treasurer  shall  be  ex-ofjico  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

He  shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall  be  assisted  by  such 
other  clerks  and  officers  as  the  board  of  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem 
proper  to  appoint,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  his  orders. 

He  shall  keep  all  the  books  necessary  for  the  institution — a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  of  all  meetings  held.

M.,  until  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  to  receive  deposits  and  make  payments,  as  is  the 
general  rule  in  all  banks. 

He  shall  at  each  stated  meeting  submit  a  report  in  writing,  exhibiting  the 
receipts  and  payments  of  the  institution  and  of  all  his  operations,  accompanied 
with  the  bank  books  of  the  institution,  settled  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  week 
preceding  such  meeting. 

He  shall,  also,  at  the  same  time,  submit  a  statement  of  all  moneys  which 
shall  become  payable  during  the  ensuing  week,  as  well  on  account  of  stocks, 
loans  and  mortgages,  as  of  dividends,  interest  and  rents.
